Hawaii 
judge 
rules 
for gay 
marriage

G ay activists around the coun¬ 
try are celebrating a Hawai¬ 
ian judge’s Tuesday, Decem¬ 
ber 3 decision that clears the 
way for same-sex marriage in that 
state. First Circuit Judge Kevin Chang 
ruled that the state had failed in its at¬ 
tempt to show any compelling reason 
why it should not allow gay and les¬ 
bian couples to marry. 

Matt Coles, director of the Ameri¬ 
can Civil Liberties Union’s Lesbian 
and Gay Rights Project, applauded “a 
ruling that respects the rights of all 
people in Hawaii to marry the person 
they love,” and added, “As this court 
recognized, the freedom to marry is a 
basic human right that belongs to 
each individual - not to the state. 

“The government should not be in 
the position of arranging our mar¬ 
riages. Marriage is a personal decision 
that belongs to two consenting adults 
in a relationship.” 

Lambda Marriage Project Director 
Evan Wolfson, who served as co¬ 
counsel in the eight-day trial, de¬ 
scribed the ruling as “a historic mo¬ 
ment for lesbians and gay men.” 

Even so, he acknowledged that the 
state will “probably” appeal Chang’s 
decision. 

The biggest question now is 
whether other states will honor same- 
sex marriages performed in Hawaii. 
Conservatives in Congress, led by 
twice-divorced deadbeat dad Con¬ 
gressman Bob Barr of Georgia, passed 
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Kuehl named Assembly 
speaker pro tern 

First woman and gay to hold post

S tate Assemblywoman Sheila Kuehl 
made history Monday, December 2, 
when she was named speaker pro tern 
by newly elected Assembly Speaker 
Cruz Bustamante, D-Fresno, becoming the 
first woman and first openly gay person to 
serve in the number two leadership post. 

Kuehl, a Democrat representing the 41st 
Assembly District (Los Angeles County), will 
have the challenging job of leading the 80- 
member Assembly in Bustamante’s absence. 
He became the state’s first Latino speaker 
when he was elected Monday, the first offi¬ 
cial day of the 1997-98 legislative session. 
The Assembly members and 40 state Sena¬ 
tors were sworn into office. 

Shortly after being elected speaker by the 
43 Democrats in the Assembly, Bustamante 


wrote part of the state’s history by selecting 
Kuehl as speaker pro tern. 

“I’m very honored and happy. Not only 
am I the first gay or lesbian, even after all 
these years I’m the first woman [speaker pro 
tern],” Kuehl told the B.A.R. 

Kuehl said that according to the chief 
clerk of the Assembly, the speaker pro tern 
has presided over the legislative body 85 per¬ 
cent of the time in past legislative sessions. 
Given the lower house’s reputation for being 
contentious at times, Kuehl said she’ll have 
to think quickly to be an effective presiding 
officer. 

“I think the job of the presiding officer is 
adherence to rules, decorum, and respect,” 
said Kuehl, a second term member. “It’s fine 
for the Assembly to be contentious at the 
level of ideas. It’s not fine just to cause a fra¬ 
cas on the floor. My job will be to make 
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Sheila Kuehl. 


Swapping Reality for information 


Stop AIDS distributes 
internal condoms for free

T he Stop AIDS Project has launched a 
communitywide survey of attitudes to 
find out how men feel about using Re¬ 
ality internal condoms for anal sex. 
And because most of the gay men in San 
Francisco are still personally unfamiliar with 
the way Reality condoms work, Stop AIDS is 
giving 1,000 of the devices away, two at a time, 
to anyone who wants to try them this month. 

Reality condoms, sold as “female con¬ 
doms,” are polyurethane sheaths that fit 
snugly inside the vaginal or anal cavity to 
provide a barrier against sperm and sexually 
transmitted diseases. Its advocates say the 
condom is more sensitive at transmitting 
sexual sensations than penile condoms, it is 
non-binding, and it gives receptive partners 
in anal sex greater control against disease 
susceptibility. 

So far the invention has not been enor¬ 
mously popular in the gay community, part¬ 
ly because of the cost - $10 for three con¬ 
doms - and partly because it cannot legally 
be marketed for anal sex. (Neither can penile 
condoms, technically, but that function is 
implicit by now.) However, they have been 
gaining in popularity since activist Michael 
Petrelis publicized their advantages for anal 
sex by demanding the city begin providing 
them to gay men at health clinics. Since then 
they have been a popular item at the clinics 
and the Walgreen’s at Castro and 18th. Ac¬ 
cording to Walgreen’s manager Mike Mera- 
cle, the store sells about a dozen three-packs 
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SAP's Steven Gibson: "We've heard people talk about its appeal as a fetish object."

Sex club hearing today

A full hearing will take place 
today (Thursday, Decem¬ 
ber 5) regarding the at¬ 
tempted closure of the Power Ex¬ 
change Main Station sex club, lo¬ 
cated at 74 Otis Street. 

At a preliminary hearing on 
November 15, Judge William 
Cahill granted the request of 
Deputy City Attorney Jeanine 
Marie-Victoire to restrict the club 


to an occupancy limit of 49 pa¬ 
trons on a single floor of the 
building. Marie-Victoire, Senior 
Building Inspector Rafael Torres- 
Gil, and Fire Captain Edward De 
Cossio allege that the building 
contains numerous fire safety vio¬ 
lations, including improper doors 
and locking hardware. 

The inspection that led to the 
restrictions on the club came 
soon after Mayor Willie Brown 
withdrew his support for legisla¬ 
tion - sponsored by Supervisor 


Tom Ammiano and developed 
by the Coalition for Healthy Sex 
- that would have regulated the 
operation of sex clubs and par¬ 
ties in the city. Power Exchange 
owner Mike Powers claims that 
he has been targeted for selective 
enforcement because his busi¬ 
ness caters to gay public sex. [See

Berkeley gay wins 
city council seat

M M riss Worthington became 

>> the first openly gay elected 
^ m member of the Berkeley 
City Council in an upset victory 
over three-term incumbent Carla 
Woodworth in the District 7 
runoff election held Tuesday, De¬ 
cember 3. 

With all 14 precincts counted, 
Worthington defeated Wood- 
worth by a vote of 1,704 (53.4 
percent) to 1,488 (46.6 percent). 


About 75 ballots remained to be 
counted, but they will not change 
the results. 

Worthington’s victory solidi¬ 
fies the council’s new progressive 
majority. When he’s sworn in 
Tuesday, December 10 and at¬ 
tends his first meeting, he’ll also 
be the only man on the nine- 
member council. 

Worthington was the top vote- 
getter in a three-way race Novem¬ 
ber 5; however, he did not receive 
more than 50 percent of the vote 
to win the seat outright. 


Bears of San Francisco 
offer'Rendezvous '97' 


scholarships

B ears. Those fun-loving, 
husky men (and women) 
are gearing up for the Inter¬ 
national Bear Rendezvous 1997 
that will be hosted by the Bears of 
San Francisco (BOSF) in Febru¬ 
ary. And since the group wants to 
make it possible for those who are 
ill and on limited incomes to 
enjoy the weekend of mirth, they 
have begun accepting applications 
for scholarships that will cover the 
cost of those revelers’ bear neces¬ 
sities. 

Richard Meyerson, a BOSF 
member and volunteer for the 
scholarship project, said this is the 
first year the organization has 
made scholarships available. 

“We’ve allocated funds for a 
minimum of five scholarships,” 
Meyerson told the B.A.R. 

The scholarships are intended 
for community members with 
HIV or life-threatening illnesses, 
who are on fixed or limited bud¬ 
gets, and who have demonstrated 
community service or involve¬ 
ment. The grants will cover the 
individual’s registration fees that 
include admission to regularly 
scheduled events, such as the Sun¬ 
day buffet dinner and the Inter¬ 
national Bear Competition. 

The deadline for applications 
is Tuesday, December 31. The ren¬ 
dezvous event is scheduled to be 
held February 21-24, when hun¬ 
dreds of husky men and their ad¬ 
mirers from around the world are 


expected to converge on San 
Francisco for a weekend of fun 
and fundraising. 

The right to bear women 

Founding BOSF member Fran 
Frisch told the B.A.R. that while 
the group is composed primarily, 
if not entirely, of men right now, 
women have attended Bear events 
over the years. 

“We’ve never segregated 
against women,” Frisch said. “We 
haven’t had any women enter the 
competitions, but anybody can 
join BOSF. Lots of women con¬ 
sider themselves ‘bears.’” 

BOSF was formed in 1994 as a 
social club with charitable intent. 
Centered in the San Francisco Bay 
Area, its membership is com¬ 
prised of over 200 members in 
more than a dozen states and 
countries. 

In its first two years, BOSF 
contributed over $35,000 to char¬ 
ities at the local, state, and nation¬ 
al levels. More money will be 
raised during the February event. 

The International Bear Ren¬ 
dezvous will be held at the Rama- 
da Hotel at Market and Eighth 
streets, Meyerson said, adding it 
will be the third year BOSF has 
hosted the gathering. ▼

Berkeley’s District 7, known as 
Southside, has a heavy concentra¬ 
tion of college students and cen¬ 
ters around Telegraph Avenue. 
Worthington said it’s not a “gay 
district,” and that despite being 
advised by some in his campaign 
to downplay his sexual orienta¬ 
tion, he did not. 

“This victory is a powerful tes¬ 
tament to changing perceptions 
of the role of gays and lesbians in 
our society,” Worthington told the 
B.A.R. 

He said a “whispering cam¬ 
paign” started by opponents, of all 
the worst stereotypes of gays, 
backfired. Many students he 
talked with simply said, “What 
does that have to do with it?” 

“Young people voted for me by 
a two-to-one margin and in some 
places, a three-to-one margin,” he 
said. “Ten years ago if a gay male 
ran for city council, that whisper¬ 
ing campaign would have suc¬ 
ceeded, and he probably would

Noe Valley’s Metropoli¬ 
tan Community Church is near¬ 
ing the end of its 15-month lease 
at 1508 Church Street, and has 
until December 28 to purchase 
the building. 

If the congregation makes the 
down payment of $ 115,000 by the 
deadline, the church will have its 
own permanent home for the first 
time in its history. Unfortunately, 
the 40 or so active members of the 
church have only raised $95,000 
so far, and now they’re appealing 
to the public to help them make 
the rest. 

The church’s members started 
working on raising the money 
even before they moved into their 
current location, according to 
MCC Golden Gate pastor Rev¬ 
erend Sharna Sutherin. Sutherin 
told the B.A.R. that church mem¬ 
bers had socked $25,000 into a 
building fund, and were already 
thinking of permanence, when 
MCC Golden Gate moved to the 
Church Street space it leases be¬ 
tween 27th and Duncan. 

Church members put down 
their $25,000 for the building and 
pay rent of more than $2,000 per 
month. The lease has provisions 
that some of the rent money goes 
toward the purchase of the build¬ 
ing, the total sale price of which

will be more than $200,000. 

MCC Golden Gate had shared 
several other buildings in the past, 
most recently at St. John’s United 
Methodist Church at 1600 Clay, 
but the arrangements were never 
completely satisfactory. 

“Since it broke off from MCC 
in the Castro [more than 20 years 
ago], it’s kind of been a vagabond 
church,” Sutherin said. “If we did¬ 
n’t have our own property, we 
couldn’t really fully utilize the 
space. Someone from the other 
church always had to be there, and 
we couldn’t really treat the space 
as our own.” 

The building the church can 
call its own, at least for now, has a 
sanctuary that seats up to 80, a 
small social hall, a meeting room, 
a kitchen, and church offices. 
Sutherin said MCC Golden Gate 
makes its space available to com¬ 
munity organizations for a small 
use fee. 

Having a building of its own 
has allowed the church to expand 
its programs and services, 
Sutherin said. In addition to 
weekly worship services at its cur¬ 
rent location, the church has 
sponsored several 12-step pro¬ 
grams; health programs for peo¬ 
ple with HIV/AIDS; forums on 
race, religion, and homosexuality; 
and performances by musicians 
and singers. The church is also 
one of only four churches in the 
Bay Area distributing medicinal 
marijuana. 

Banks don’t do church 

Sutherin said church members 
have had the building repainted 
and recarpeted on the inside to 
better accommodate many pro¬ 
grams, events, and performances, 
in the hope that the building will 
soon become their permanent 
home. 


The church was fortunate to 
receive a large bequest and signif¬ 
icant donations from its members 
to accumulate the $95,000 it has 
on hand for the down payment. 
Members of the small congrega¬ 
tion have donated, on average, 
more than $100 per month. But 
Sutherin said a public appeal is 
necessary to reach the deadline in 
this final month. 

“Banks won’t finance a 
church,” she said. “If you have to 
foreclose on a church, it’s a public 
relations nightmare.” 

If church members don’t have 
the $115,000 by the end of the 
month, Sutherin said, the build¬ 
ing owners may put the building 
up for sale again, possibly forcing 
MCC Golden Gate to reenter the 
market for a new home. 

But, she said, San Francisco’s 
gay, lesbian, bisexual, and trans¬ 
gender community has accom¬ 
plished many great things, and 
she’s optimistic that the church 
will get the help it needs from 
within the community. 

“I believe that if people in the 
community are aware of someone 
trying to put together communi¬ 
ty space, the people will help,” she 
said. “When people can help, they 
do. It’s a very generous, giving 
community.” 

Sutherin said donations could 
come by check, cash, credit card, 
stocks, or real property. The 
church is also in need of donated 
computer and laser printer equip¬ 
ment. T

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States’ rights and civil wrongs 


N ot since those horrible days when seg¬ 
regationist sheriffs prevented black 
kids from getting an education has 
this country been so caught up in debates 
over “states’ rights.” From the Supreme Court, 
where the National Rifle Association is fight¬ 
ing the Brady Bill on a states’ rights argument 
(that it is somehow unreasonably intrusive 
for the federal government to ask local offi¬ 
cials to do background checks on people who 
buy death machines), to the issue of gender- 
neutral marriage laws, the air is suddenly 
thick with the phrase. Which is a shame, be¬ 
cause we had hoped never to hear it again. 

States’ rights, generally speaking, are the 
last refuge of people who want to deviate 
from federal requirements to treat other 
people as humans: in the case of integra¬ 
tion, for instance, bigots elected and hid be¬ 
hind local lawmakers with prejudices like 
theirs - which is none too difficult in places 
where Rebel flags are hung on state flag¬ 
poles - and insisted Washington had no 
right exercising any authority to give mi¬ 
norities a fairer shake. In fact, states’ rights 
almost always seem antonymous with fair¬ 
ness, magnanimity, and maturity, and are 
the equivalent of a whiny toddler’s defense: 
“But Grampa said I couldT 

The man from whose mouth the dread 
phrase has been oozing lately is Represen¬ 
tative Bob Barr of Georgia, who is an egre¬ 
gious fellow in many other ways as well. He 
is a known deadbeat dad, twice-divorced, 
and yet the self-appointed defender of the 
institution of marriage. He introduced the 
Defense of Marriage Act in Congress, and 
was clearly upset when a judge in Hawaii 
decided marriage should be available to gay 
and lesbian couples, too. 

Ironically, although this is an instance 
where a strong states’ rights advocate like 
Barr should be applauding Hawaii’s move 
forward, his reaction was exactly the oppo¬ 
site when he appeared on CBS This Morning 
on Wednesday. 

“We anticipated this coming,” intoned 
Barr, who comes off as a cross between Eey- 
ore and Depty Dawg, except less compelling. 
“And in anticipation of it, we passed the De¬ 
fense of Marriage Act last year, which the 


president did sign, and which is a very nar¬ 
rowly crafted piece of legislation that just 
says that if the courts in one state, as Hawaii 
has now done, take a view of marriage that 
is at odds with the rest of the world and the 
rest of the country, at least they can’t 
force that on the rest of it.” 

(Bear with us: we’re getting 
there.) , 

“It basically stands up for 
states’ rights and prevents a raid 
on the federal treasury by so-called 
homosexual survivors, for example, 
coming forward and claiming survivor 
benefits or Social Security ben¬ 
efits or what not.” 

One scarcely knows where 
to begin refuting that pile of 
filthy lies, and it was very fortunate that 
Evan Wolfson of Lambda was in the same 
studio to respond intelligently. 

“He uses words like ‘homosexual ex¬ 
tremist,”’ said Wolfson, who comes off kind 
of like Pooh Bear. “They’re so extreme, they 
want to get married. My God. Who are they 
threatening? What is the harm here? And he 


talks about a raid on the treasury. We pay 
taxes. We have families. We have children. 
We need the same protections that marriage 
brings to our families, as any other Ameri¬ 
cans. Marriage is not something that peo¬ 
ple are going to use up. There’s enough 
marriage licenses for everybody.” 

Well, yes. Exactly. There’s no need 
to resort to discussing whether states 
have rights if people don’t. 

Barr’s annoying tirade aside, this 
has been a very satisfactory week. The 
Hawaii case turned out well, and 
^ there’s a lot of good news closer to 
home, as well. 

Sheila Kuehl has come a 
long way from her Dobie Gillis 
days as wacky butch Zelda, to 
become Assembly Speaker Pro Tern Kuehl; 
Kriss Worthington decisively won a run-off 
election to become the first elected gay of¬ 
ficeholder in Berkeley; Carole Migden may 
chair the Assembly Appropriations Com¬ 
mittee.

The nein of clubs

A common question in the gay com¬ 
munity since the city’s recent actions 
against the Power Exchange sex club 
is “Which clubs are targeted by city offi¬ 
cials?” As far as I know, only Power Ex¬ 
change has been restricted by court order - 
but it clearly isn’t the only target. 

I was one of those present in the court¬ 
room last month when Deputy City 
Attorney Jeanine Marie-Victoire said 
that “these clubs” are a threat to 
public safety, and that any found to 
not meet fire or building codes 
would be closed. She also said that 
clubs like these weren’t legitimate 
businesses (regardless of their hav¬ 
ing business licenses and 
paying taxes?). 

According to several 
reports, Marie-Victoire 
has a list of clubs to check and/or close. The 
list I heard included Coco Club, King Street 
Garage, Trocadero, Casanova, EROS, Blow 
Buddies, Castlebar, and Mack. Since the of¬ 
ficials that restricted the Power Exchange 
operations have been hit with allegations of 
selective law enforcement by media, com¬ 
munity activists, and gay politicians, said of¬ 
ficials will need to A) back off their crusade 
or B) proceed to check or close other clubs 
in order to avoid validating those charges of 
discrimination. 

Since few of the sex or S/M clubs in the 
city meet building or fire codes, they could 
easily be shut down overnight - technically 
not for being sex clubs but for lack of rail¬ 
ings in stairwells, fire doors that open out¬ 
wards, exit lights, sprinkler systems, im¬ 
proper zoning, or other permit problems. 

It’s worth noting that the Fire Captain 
involved in this harassment of queer/un¬ 


derground/alternative space is evidently the 
same infamous official who called in the po¬ 
lice after he had inspected the Visual Aid 
benefit on New Year’s, resulting in numer¬ 
ous false arrests, injuries, and endless law¬ 
suits. A check of this captain’s inspection 
schedule reveals that some straight clubs 
and restaurants are not inspected for years 
at a time and some gay/alternative spaces 
are inspected twice a month. Sort of illumi¬ 
nates the “selective enforcement” charge, 
doesn’t it? 

The judge in the Power Exchange case is 
the same judge who ignored SF voters’ 
wishes and closed the Cannabis 
Buyers Club, sending hundreds 
of AIDS and cancer sufferers 
back to the parks and streets for 
their prescribed medications. 

According to some 
sources in the Building 
Department, Inspector 
Rafael Torres-Gil is the 
one pushing to close the clubs on technical 
grounds. Torres-Gil admitted to me after 
the court hearing (again in front of other 
witnesses) that he had knew he had testified 
to certain questionable “facts” about the 
Power Exchange and that he “couldn’t re¬ 
member who he had heard them from.” 
Among his sworn statements of “fact” were 
his compelling reasons for asking the judge 
to immediately close the Power Exchange. 

Can we safely say that these individuals 
seem to have a special agenda regarding our 
community? 

I thinks it’s clear that the Power Exchange 
is only the first target on Deputy City Attor¬ 
ney Marie-Victoire’s list, and that if we don’t 
insist on equal treatment under the law then 
these officials will be free to continue to im¬ 
pose their moral values on us. 

If you oppose the harassment and clo¬ 
sure of San Francisco’s sex clubs, alternative 


dance clubs and sex party spaces by Deputy 
City Attorney Marie-Victoire, Fire Captain 
Decossio, and Building Inspector Torres- 
Gil, express your opinion by contacting the 
officials below and protesting this selective 
enforcement of the laws.

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Selective disservice 

Regarding your recent guest opinion article con¬ 
cerning the proposed regulation of commercial sex 
clubs, here is the skinny from my end. 

When I agreed to carry this legislation for the De¬ 
partment of Public Health and the Coalition for 
Healthy Sex through the legislatiye process including 
public hearings, I knew it would generate heat. How¬ 
ever, given the vital importance of strengthening our 
HIV/AIDS prevention efforts and promoting facili¬ 
ties that met at least minimal health and safety stan¬ 
dards, I felt it would be worth the strum und drang. 
There were elements of the draft legislation prepared 
by the Health Department and the City Attorney that 
I had questions about. Certainly, I was well aware of 
and sensitive to the need to walk a very fine line be¬ 
tween the need to promote effective HIV/AIDS pre¬ 
vention education and individual freedom. 

It was my hope that the normal legislative process 
including public hearings at the Board and the Health 
Commission would provide ample opportunity for 
these issues to be aired and addressed. By this order¬ 
ly process a consensus and needed compromises 
could have been worked out. Now that Mayor Brown 
has copped out, that path is closed. Already club op¬ 
erators are facing regulatory harassment through se¬ 
lective enforcement of fire, health, and safety codes. 
This was how our community was oppressed before 
Stonewall. I won’t tolerate this kind of phony back¬ 
door way of closing down the clubs while avoiding 
the real issues involved. 

I am committed to facilitate communi¬ 
ty forums to consider what options we 
have and not continue to duck the issues. 

I am confident that we as a community 
can come up with a process to protect in¬ 
dividual liberties, promote safer sex ed¬ 
ucation and support, provide physical 
safety standards to protect club pa¬ 
trons, and plan a reasonable regulatory 
environment for club operators to func¬ 
tion legally.

[The following was sent to critic Paul Thomason:] 

I am predisposed to share your misgivings 
about the opera Harvey Milk, if only be- 
| cause “favorable” reviews have excused the 
formlessness of the libretto and the lack of 
distinction of the music by pointing to 
the relevance of the subject and the po¬ 
litical correctness of its treatment. Har¬ 
vey Milk may warrant a hearing, but in 
the long run will be judged not by its 
good intentions but by musical stan¬ 
dards that are more or less objective. 

As to your other point, I too wonder what has hap¬ 
pened to the San Francisco Opera, which not too long 
ago was known for its musically-literate direction and 
roster of singers as well as for its unhackneyed reper¬ 
tory. From Dialogues of the Carmelites and Troilus and 
Cressida to the Summer Opera production of Carlyle 
Floyd’s Of Mice and Men, there was a variety of inter¬ 
esting new works. 

It’s scandalous, when you come to think of it, that 
an American opera company takes so little notice of 
the contributions of American composers of opera. 
Certainly, the revised version of Samuel Barber’s mas¬ 
terful Antony and Cleopatra should be given a hear¬ 
ing. Why is it that Catharine Molfitano, a memorable 
Cleopatra in the Chicago Lyric Opera production, 
was not encouraged to repeat that triumph when 
making her debut here? 

Then there’s the question of Virgil Thomson, 
whose centennial year this is. Four Saints in Three Acts 
is as fresh now as the day it was premiered in 1934, a 
fact that the recent revival in New York and at the Ed¬ 
inburgh Festival confirmed. The Mother of Us All, 
with innumerable productions, has been a success 
with audiences everywhere. And numerous critics 
and music lovers have held a brief for Lord Byron, 
which has had less exposure than these other two ac¬ 
knowledged classics of the lyric theatre. It is not too 
late: there are other seasons. But does anyone at the 
San Francisco Opera listen - or care?

‘Indopean’ gays 

R. Raj Rao admits that gay movements in India 
“get their role models and inspiration from the West.” 
( B.A.R. , Nov. 21.) Such cultural self-colonizing suits 
Westernized “Indopean” yuppies.

Response to Drummer 

Since 1979, Drummer Magazine has “owned” the 
International Mr. Drummer title, not just been a 
sponsor. As part of this “for-profit” company’s mar¬ 
keting plan, the Mr. Drummer title, along with the 
success of a unique leather magazine, brought noto¬ 
riety as well as income to the owners of this business. 
Clearly, past owners and publishers John Embry and 
Tony DeBlase embraced the rich history and influ¬ 
ence of this contest phenomenon and invested their 
time, staff and money. The cost of production didn’t 
always land in the black; however, they both knew 
what being a Drummerman meant, so International 
Mr. Drummer thrived. But who benefited? 

First of all, leather communities across the coun¬ 
try successfully used this title to bolster their local 
constituencies. In fact, in many small locations, Mr. 
Drummer is their only contact to the greater 
leather/SM/fetish community. Secondly, regional and 
International Mr. Drummer titleholders tirelessly 
made a huge impact with important issues. Issues of 
human rights, health, and sexual orientation have 
been furthered by their efforts. In fact, Mr. Drummer 
grew out of being just a beauty contestant to becom¬ 
ing a visually effective leader in the leather and gay 
communities. 

But let’s not forget that Drummer Magazine has 
also benefited. While many unpaid volunteers like 
David Walker and Marcus Hernandez endeavor to 
pump life into the survival of this title, Drummer 
Magazine's interest (under current ownership) has 
been in the area of marketing their struggling maga¬ 
zine. Martijn Bakker, current publisher, has called on 
the community to keep this rich tradition alive. With 
this one point I agree. 

However, I strongly assert that another reason for 
his impassioned plea is to entice the leather commu¬ 
nity into marketing the Drummer name without in¬ 
volving his company or staff with the “hassle and ex¬ 
pense.” He refers to the title as “a corporate asset of 
Desmodus, Inc.” yet he treats it like a company lia¬ 
bility. 

Getting Drummer Magazine to support the cur¬ 
rent titleholder during his year of reign is like pulling 
teeth, especially in the area of travel expenses. The Mr. 
Drummer titleholder is treated as some kind of nec¬ 
essary evil to help perpetuate the magazine. When 
Mr. Bakker speaks of partnership with the commu¬ 
nity, he is saying, “pay me a sizable fee to lease the 
Drummer name, promote my company, and maybe 
you can keep the Mr. Drummer tradition alive.” He 
probably also fears the negative financial impact that 
possibly could occur if he were to stop the Mr. Drum¬ 
mer contests from happening in the future. In a sense, 
he is holding the title as a hostage without putting any 
effort or money into its survival. No wonder those 
other local and national organizations withdrew their 
involvement last year. 

I ask Mr. Bakker to either take responsibility for 
the promotion of his company and do what it takes to 
produce and support future Mr. Drummers and the 
contest. I ask that he rediscover what it means to be a 
Drummerman. If this is financially impossible for 
Drummer Magazine, I request he sell the entire rights 
of this title to an individual or organization who is 
interested in continuing the valuable impact of Inter¬ 
national Mr. Drummer. As a “for-profit” business, 
Drummer Magazine cannot have it both ways; either 
fully invest in this title or sell it to someone who will. 
Otherwise, this strong tradition will die a very ugly 
and undignified death.

Pasquarelli's path-ology 

I found the letter by David Pasquarelli of “ACT 
UP/San Francisco” (very misleading of them to use 
the proud ACT UP name) to be harmful because it 
inaccurately portrays the journal BETA, of the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation, as pushing those with 
HIV to pursue “unproven” treatments.

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New faces of ’96

I J| g hen the state Legislature 
was sworn in Monday for 

m W a two-year term, no less 
than 42 new faces took their seats 
in that august body. (The formal 
legislative session doesn’t begin 
until January, but lawmakers nor¬ 
mally spend the first days in De¬ 
cember setting up house, electing 
leaders, etc.) That breaks down to 
32 neophytes in the Assembly and 
ten in the state Senate. 

Monday’s opening session 
brought to Sacramento the 
biggest influx of new legislators of 
the term-limits era. Democrats 
took back control of the Assem¬ 
bly, winning 43 of the 80 seats, 
after two years of GOP control of 
the lower body. They also added a 
seat to their majority in the Sen¬ 
ate, which now has 23 Demo 
members, 16 for the GOP and one 
Independent (Quentin Kopp). If 
you want a lesson in the effect of 
term limits, consider that 64 of 
the Assembly’s 80 members have 
taken office since November 1994, 
one-quarter of the state Senate is 
new, and a Fresno assemblyman, 
Cruz Bustamante, with 
fewer than four years in 
office, was tapped as the 
first Latino assembly 
speaker. 

Apparently unhappy 
with their representa¬ 
tives in Sacramento, 
voters in 1990 man¬ 
dated two 
four-year term 
limits for state 
senators and 
six two-year terms for Assembly 
members. This writer is among 
those who feel that term limits is a 
lousy idea. Valuable experience 
gets tossed aside, while at the 
same time newcomers face the 
daunting task of quickly master¬ 
ing complex welfare reform legis¬ 
lation, education funding issues, 
etc. 

Some freshmen will have more 
difficulty than others in learning 
the ropes. Their constituents will 
suffer from not having their rep¬ 
resentatives there long enough to 
build up the seniority necessary to 
obtain needed projects and eco¬ 
nomic help for their districts. 
Nevertheless, some feel that term 
limits are the right way to go and 
that most legislators, given their 
short time in Sacramento, will 
want to get down to work and not 
be dragged into prolonged leader¬ 
ship fights, etc. 

In addition to Bustamante tak¬ 
ing over the powerful speaker’s 
slot, other important leadership 
posts were filled as well. Our own 
Carole Migden will chair the Ap¬ 
propriations Committee, a posi¬ 
tion thought to be second in clout 
only to the speaker. 

Interestingly enough, if a fed¬ 
eral judge in Oakland follows up 
on subtle hints that she has made 
recently that she might possibly 
invalidate Prop. 140 (the 1990 
term limits initiative), all hell 
could break loose among state 
politicos. Pete Wilson might 
even get a new lease on life! Yikes!

DiFi digest: Last Sunday the 
San Jose Mercury News did a 
story on Senator Dianne Fein- 
Stein and her prospects for be¬ 
coming California’s next governor. 
While Feinstein originally said she 
would probably not make a deci¬ 
sion until late 1997, some of her 
people are telling me she will like¬ 
ly announce by June of next year. 

The Mercury stated: “If Sena¬ 


tor Feinstein were to seek the De¬ 
mocratic nomination for gover¬ 
nor, polls strongly suggest she 
would crush Lieutenant Governor 
Gray Davis or former Rep. Leon 
Panetta, the outgoing White 
House chief of staff, or, for that 
matter, any other California De¬ 
mocrat.” The Field Poll’s 
Mark DiCamillo 
bluntly puts it this way: 
“Feinstein clearly is 
the dominant force” 
in the governor’s 
race, adding that she 
would be the Democrat 
best positioned to take 
on Attorney 
General Dan 
Lungren, the 
likely Republi¬ 
can nominee in the race. 

The same Field Poll declares 
that if DiFi decided on entering 
the fray, “the nomination would 
almost certainly be hers for the 
taking.” The poll shows that 40% 
of California Democrats pick her, 
compared with 18% for Davis and 
15% for Panetta. 

Gray Davis, who reportedly 
has already raised $3 million for 
the governor’s race, points out 
that the senator might have trou¬ 
ble siphoning votes from GOP 
voters. He asserts that he enjoys a 
37-25% positive image among 
Republicans, while Feinstein is 
viewed negatively by Republicans 
5-3. 

However, Feinstein handlers 
scoff at Davis’s comments, saying 
that “the Republicans don’t yet 
know just how much of a liberal 
Gray is” and “it won’t take long 
before Republican voters learn 
that Davis wants to do for Cali¬ 
fornia what Jerry Brown and 
Rose Bird did.” Things are get¬ 
ting touchy already! 

Speaking of Jerry Brown, 
some who know him well are 
telling me that the man really is 
“considering” a run for mayor of 
Oakland in 1998. The former guv 
has been a resident there since 
1993, and the current mayor is 
leaning toward not running again. 

Bubba and the blonde: Say 
what? Hollywood superstar (and 
committed AIDS activist) Sharon 
Stone tells comic Bill Maher in 
December’s Allure that if Presi¬ 
dent Bill Clinton were single, 
she’d be on him “like white on 
rice.” Probably more like cheese 
on a Whopper (so to speak). 

D.C. insiders advise that we 
should look for at least two 
prominent Republicans to join 
President Clinton’s second-term 
Cabinet. Most likely outgoing 
GOP Senator William Cohen of 
Maine will become the Secretary 
of Defense. Republican General 
Colin Powell was being consid¬ 


ered strongly for Secretary of 
State until Vice President Al Gore 
pulled the plug on that one.

I am not supposed to exist. I 
carry death around in my 
body like a condemnation. 
But I do live.” The poet Audre 
Lorde wrote these words in her 
diary in 1979, a year after losing 
her right breast to cancer, and 13 
years before finally succumbing to 
the disease. 

Lorde gave uncompromising 
public expression to her identity as 
a person with breast cancer, just as 
she had expressed her identity as a 
woman, an African-American, and 
a lesbian. In doing so, she helped 
women with the disease recognize 
and reach out to each other. Her 
life also helped raise a troubling 
question: Are lesbians particularly 
at risk for breast cancer? 

Even if lesbians are “only” at 
the same risk as the general popu¬ 
lation, that would be little com¬ 
fort, because breast cancer is a ver¬ 
itable plague among women. In 
westernized countries, the disease 
is either the leading cause of can¬ 
cer deaths among women, or (as 
in the United States) a close sec¬ 
ond to lung cancer. One in eight 
American women will contract 
the disease during her lifetime. 

No data speak directly to the 
question of whether lesbians con¬ 
tract breast cancer at an unusual¬ 
ly high rate. But some of the 
known risk factors for the disease 
may be especially relevant to les- 
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bians. Of particular concern is 
non-maternity or delayed mater¬ 
nity. Carrying a pregnancy to term 
within a few years of the onset of 
menstruation confers some degree 
of protection against the disease, 
whereas going through numerous 
menstrual cycles without a preg¬ 
nancy heightens the 
risk. 

Of course, this 
would apply regardless of 
sexual orientation. For exam¬ 
ple, women who are members 
of college faculties (who tend to 
defer childbearing com¬ 
pared with the general 
population) are be¬ 
tween two and three 

times more likely to _ 

contract breast cancer 
than other women. And plenty of 
lesbians do have children early in 
life. So, non-maternity or delayed 
maternity may not in itself make 
lesbians into a higher risk group, 
though it is obviously relevant to 
some individual lesbians. 

Other risk factors that may af¬ 
fect lesbians include high alcohol 
consumption (especially during 
the years prior to first pregnancy) 
and high body weight. Some sur- 


from, say, lung cancer, whose 
principal cause (smoking) is well- 
known and avoidable. With breast 
cancer, the emphasis must be on 
early detection and treatment, re¬ 
gardless of sexual orientation or 
other possible risk factors. 

Women’s activism has greatly 
aided the fight against 
breast cancer. The 
National Insti¬ 
tutes of Health now spend 
over $300 million annually on 
breast cancer research (com¬ 
pared with about $50 million for 
research on prostate 
cancer, which kills al¬ 
most as many men as 
breast cancer kills 
women). Over 200 
new drugs, some of 
them working through quite novel 
mechanisms, are now in develop¬ 
ment. And women are increasing¬ 
ly helping themselves through 
breast self-examination and by 
having regular mammograms. 

(For women over fifty, annual 
mammograms are recommended. 
For women aged forty to forty- 
nine, the value of mammography 
is uncertain. However, the idea 
that repeated mammography it-

veys have reported that lesbians 
drink more and are more likely to 
be overweight than nonlesbians. 
(But the surveys are not based on 
random samples - in fact, some of 
them focus on lesbians attending 
health clinics, who may be quite 
atypical of lesbians in general.) Fi¬ 
nally, a tradition of homophobia 
in the medical industry may have 
made lesbians less likely to con¬ 
duct breast self-examinations, to 
seek medical advice, or to accept 
mainstream medical treatment 
than nonlesbians. This may de¬ 
crease the chances that, if they do 
acquire breast cancer, it will be 
successfully treated. 

It should be stressed that only 
a portion of the “causes” of breast 
cancer are known, and some of 
the known risk factors, such as age 
and a family history, are things 
one can do nothing about. Nor 
would it make sense to have a 
child early in life, merely for the 
purpose of reducing one’s risk of 
contracting cancer later. Thus 
breast cancer is quite different

The issue of breast cancer 
among lesbians is one that badly 
needs further research. In addi¬ 
tion, much needs to be done to 
ensure that all lesbians receive 
medical care that is respectful of 
their lesbian identity and attentive 
to their special health concerns. 
We gay men, who have received so 
much support from lesbians in 
fighting our own plague, should 
feel an obligation to involve our¬ 
selves in this issue. T

L avender Youth Recreation 
and Information Center 
(LYRIC) kicked off its five- 
month Leadership Project youth 
training program with a two-day 
retreat to Saratoga for partici¬ 
pants two weeks ago. 

The Leadership Project, now 
in its second year, will give 13 
LGBTQ youth the necessary skills 
and information to effect positive 
change within the community 
and government. 

Oren Slozberg of LYRIC called 
the retreat “amazing,” and said the 
group, ranging in ages from 14 to 
23, “bonded in the vans, before 
even arriving at the site.” Activities 
at the retreat included a transgen¬ 
der training and a training on ac¬ 
tivism, where, Slozberg said, “they 
realized how much stuff can be 
done and how they can do it .” 

Trainings over the next few 
months will focus on the media, 
state lobbying, project organizing, 
and queer history. 

Like most projects of LYRIC, 
the training is peer-led. Instead of 
making the trainings defined ac¬ 
cording to seniority - the elders 
teach and the youth learn - the 
trainings are mostly run by youth. 
In fact, Slozberg told the B.A.R., 
the “trainers” end up learning 
from the participants, and the 
whole experience is much more of 


an exchange than traditional 
school. 

Because of the recent explo¬ 
sion of queer youth advocacy, 
from Youth Lobby Day in Sacra¬ 
mento to a march on Washington, 
it is vital to have the next genera¬ 
tion of leaders trained. The Lead¬ 
ership Project is designed to train 
“youth to take responsibility,” ac¬ 
cording to Slozberg, who hopes 
the participants will take their 
knowledge into other communi¬ 
ties as well. 

The training was conceived by 
Rachel Timoner, founder of the 
NGLTF National Youth Leader¬ 
ship Institute. Timoner came to 
LYRIC with the idea and offered 
to run the first project, motivated 
by the lack of opportunities for 
queer youth in adult-run organi¬ 
zations. Since youth have the abil¬ 


ity to take leadership in the com¬ 
munity, they should be given the 
chance to do so. 

Last year’s Leadership Project 
was by all accounts incredibly suc¬ 
cessful. A large portion of the 20 
participants from last year formed 
the steering committee of Young, 
Loud & Proud, the groundbreak¬ 
ing LGBTQ youth conference that 
attracted over 400 youth from all 
over the world to San Francisco 
last July. Participants also devel¬ 
oped a CD ROM about queer and 
questioning youth, and traveled to 
Los Angeles to educate about af¬ 
firmative action. 

LYRIC plans to hold the train¬ 
ings every six months. In addi¬ 
tion, the group will sponsor “Ac¬ 
tivist Cafes” where previously 
trained youth can come together 
and continue the exchange. ▼ 


BANGLE announces 
1997 essay contest 
on gay role models

T he Bay Area Network of Gay 
and Lesbian Educators 
(BANGLE) has announced 
its 1997 Essay Contest, entitled “A 
Gay or Lesbian Role Model for 
Today’s Youth,” open to all high 
school students in the Bay Area. 
Gay or straight students can enter 
by writing a 300-400 word essay 
on a queer role model of theirs. 
The deadline for entries is in 
March, but early entries are en¬ 
couraged. 

The winners will be deter¬ 
mined by a committee of BAN¬ 
GLE teachers (mostly English 
teachers). Winning essays will be 
printed in the BANGLE monthly 
newsletter and will be made avail¬ 
able to other publications. 

This is the third year the con¬ 
test has been offered. It debuted in 
1994 and attracted 20 or so sub¬ 
missions. This year BANGLE is re¬ 
lying on local members to spread 
the word to students. A notice in 
the BANGLE newsletter went out 
to approximately 300 members 
from all over the Bay Area. 


The broad goal of the essay 
contest is to make schools a more 
friendly environment for LGBTQ 
students, teachers, and their 
friends. We hope this contest will 
“increase visibility of gay people 
in schools,” Bob Latham of BAN¬ 
GLE told the Bay Area Reporter. 
Latham, who came up with the 
idea for the contest, believes 
schools are a good place to try to 
break the cycle of homophobia. 

Latham said that it is not al¬ 
ways easy to get gay-related things 
posted in certain school districts, 
but he hopes that teachers will 
make the essay an extra-credit as¬ 
signment and thereby increase 
submissions. 

And if the promise of extra 
credit isn’t enough of an incentive 
for high school students, perhaps 
the lure of extra cash will fare bet¬ 
ter. The first place winner in the 
essay contest will be awarded 
$200; second place will get $100, 
and third place will earn $50. T

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San Mateo HIV 
program needs 
help for the holidays

After running out of money at 
the HIV Food and Emergency 
Services Program in San Mateo 
County, while serving twice the 
normal number of clients this 
holiday season, program director 
Sandra Barocio is appealing to the 
public for help. 

The program, which is the 
only one delivering food to the 
homes of people with HIV/AIDS 
in the county, is part of Catholic 
Charities of the Archdiocese of 
San Francisco, which serves the 
city, San Mateo, and Marin coun¬ 
ties. Barocio told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter there are now 428 clients in 
a program designed for 200, and 
she could legally stop taking new 


Food and Emergency Services 
Program office in San Mateo. Peo¬ 
ple can call ahead of time to 
schedule an appointment, said 
Barocio. 

“I can buy a bag of food for a 
person for $5,” Barocio said. 

Another event will take place 
on Saturday, December 14 at the 
Go Food Outlet, located at 1833 
Broadway in Redwood City. A 
Christmas Tree will be decorated 
with red AIDS ribbons bearing 
the names of clients and the num¬ 
ber of people in their families, so 
shoppers can buy food for them, 
Barocio explained. 

Similar trees will be at two San 
Mateo churches from Sunday, De¬ 
cember 8 through December 15. 
Each ribbon will have the name 
and age of a person listed, so

“But,” she asked, “how do you 
say ‘no’ to the multitudes, the 
families, the mothers and children 
infected with AIDS? 

“We ran out of money in Sep¬ 
tember - and we ran out of emer¬ 
gency money too.” 

So, instead of turning people 
away, Barocio has sought help 
from other community agencies 
and local churches. She is also ask¬ 
ing the public to help by donating 
to any of several different holiday 
events to collect food, clothing, 
and toys. The majority of the 
clients served are heterosexual 
women with children, she said.

After The Structural

The structural inspector has 
just handed you a twenty-five 
page report!

each weekend, the Celebration of 
Craftswomen is the largest juried 
women’s crafts fair in the United 
States, organizers said. 

“This is the special event that 
brings in the most money for the 
Women’s Building,” Esperanza 
Macias, executive director, told 
the B.A.R. “It’s our claim to fame.” 

This year’s participating artists 
represent the full spectrum of 
quality fine arts and crafts for 
which the event is known. Fea¬ 
tured will be functional and dec¬ 
orative ceramics and glass; 
sculpted wood and metals; con¬ 
temporary polymer to tradition¬ 
al precious metal jewelry; woven 
clothing and wearable arts; 


household accessories; and chil¬ 
dren’s toys. 

The unique and affordable 
works at the fair are reflective of 
today’s interest in nature and the 
environment, family roots and 
traditions, and ethnic diversity. 
Items available will range from 
simple candles and boxes to or¬ 
nate tapestries and elegant furni¬ 
ture. 

The crafts event is presented 
annually by, and as a benefit for, 
the Women’s Building, the first 
women-owned and -operated 
nonprofit female community cen¬ 
ter in the country.

battered women’s shelter on the 
West Coast, the first residential 
women’s alcoholism treatment 
program in the country, and the 
award-winning San Francisco 
Women’s Philharmonic Orchestra. 

An earthshaking problem 

Currently, the Women’s Build¬ 
ing has been labeled a level one 
seismic risk, and must begin 
retrofitting at the end of this year. 
Proceeds from the Celebration of 
Craftswomen will go toward this 
expensive renovation. 

Macias said that besides rais¬ 
ing money for the Women’s 
Building, the annual crafts event 
gives the agency a chance to give 
something back to women artists. 

“It’s our way of sharing the 
wealth, of giving craftswomen ex¬ 
posure,” Macias said. “It’s pretty 
exciting.” 

The fair also offers a chance to 
get holiday shopping done in one 
easy shot, with the benefit raffle. 
Winners will receive a bag stuffed 
with fabulous and original craft 
items donated by this year’s ex¬ 
hibitors. Daily drawings give 
away five bags per day. The 
money raised from the raffle goes 
to the Women’s Building. The 
final drawing on each Sunday will 
be tickets for two to Cabo San 
Lucas, Mexico. 

Organizers said that an excit¬ 
ing highlight at this year’s fair will 
be two weavers from the Navajo 
reservation at Big Mountain, Ari¬ 
zona. The Navajo weavers will 
offer an opportunity to experi¬ 
ence the arts of this indigenous 
culture, as they demonstrate their 
working process, and the chance 
to purchase their high-quality 
handmade blankets. 

Featured as a special project 
will be the “Union of 
Craftswomen Expelled from 
Chamula” and “J’olom Mayetic,” 
two organizations of artists from 
Chiapas, Mexico, whose members 
create embroidered clothing and 
rugs. Some of the distinguishing 
characteristics of their works are 
the brilliant colors and designs 
that are reproductions of historic 
drawings. 

The women perform every as¬ 
pect of their craft.

A low-interest $250,000 loan 
from Mission National 
Bank has enabled Dolores 
Street Community Services to 
purchase the house next door to 
its renowned Richard M. Cohen 
AIDS residence, where it intends 
to add between six and eight units 
of assisted living housing for peo¬ 
ple with AIDS. 

The adjacent house at 214 Do¬ 
lores Street was purchased at pro¬ 
bate liquidation sale for $286,000 
in September after its elderly 
owner went into a nursing home 
and relatives liquidated the es¬ 
tate’s assets. 

The program was able to buy 
the house because Dolores Street 
Baptist Church lent the group ten 
percent of the funds and MNB 
kicked in the rest, while the group 
waits for reimbursement from local 
Redevelopment Agency funds. The 
church was once the fiscal agent of 
the now-independent non-profit 
DSCS, which operates Hope Hous¬ 
ing, which in turn manages the 
Cohen Residence. 

The Dolores Street sites are 
registered historic landmarks and 
are officially known as known as 
the Tanforan cottages, named

after the family that owned them 
when they were built in the 1850s, 
according to Hope Housing direc¬ 
tor Wayne April. 

April said the non-profit 
agency will seek a permit to merge 
the two lots and create a single 
housing facility. 

The Richard Cohen Residence 
was named after a former owner 
of Hartford Realty who died in 
1991. Pursuant to a trust agree¬ 
ment, Hope Housing received a 
portion of a Cohen trust in ex¬ 
change for the renaming of what 
was originally called Hope House. 

Since it opened in 1994, the 
residence has provided housing 
and a full range of social and sup¬ 
port services to more than 25 res¬ 
idents with AIDS. 

“We are an assisted living resi¬ 
dence for homeless people who 
are disabled by AIDS. We provide 
three meals a day, assistance with 
medication, and make sure people 
have rides to medical appoint¬ 
ments,” April said. 

Reduced death rate 

The Cohen residence works 
closely with Visiting Nurses and 
Hospice, which provides medical 
case management for clients who 
stay “an average of 20 weeks at the 
facility,” he said. 


“People can stay here to die if 
they want to,” April said. He 
added that there are still AIDS-re- 
lated deaths at the residence, but 
the rate has decreased because of 
the availability of improved AIDS 
treatments such as protease in¬ 
hibitors. 

“There are nowhere near the 
number of deaths we had in the 
past,” he said. 

In fact, advances in AIDS med¬ 
ical care have led to an unprece¬ 
dented change at the Cohen resi¬ 
dence, where the housing facility 
has admitted two clients who 
were referred by local hospices - 
because their conditions had im¬ 
proved so much they were no 
longer eligible for hospice care. 

“It’s the first time we’ve had re¬ 
ferrals from hospices needing to 
get people out,” April said. 

The agency has an annual pro¬ 
gram budget of $435,000, April 
said, with the majority of its funds 
coming from the federal Housing 
Opportunities for People With 
AIDS programs. 

According to April, there is no 
time line for the rehabilitation of 
the second residence. T

T he controversial sponsor¬ 
ship of last September’s an¬ 
nual Folsom Street Fair by 
Lucky Strike cigarettes is under 
fire by a local lesbian and gay anti¬ 
smoking project, which also blasts 
the lesbian and gay press for ac¬ 
cepting tobacco advertising. 

The California Lavender 
Smokefree Project says that while 
tobacco advertising revenue may 
be good business for lesbian and 
gay magazines, newspapers, and 
street fairs, it’s bad for the com¬ 
munity health. 

The Folsom Street Fair draws 
an estimated 100,000 participants 
on the last Sunday in September 
every year for a celebration of al¬ 
ternative sexualities including 
homo- and bisexuality, transgen- 
derism, leathersex, and sado¬ 
masochism. The event, sponsored 
by South of Market Merchants In¬ 
dividual Lifestyle Events, raises 
tens of thousands of dollars each 
year for cash-strapped AIDS and 
lesbian and gay community ser¬ 
vice groups. 

SMMILE president Paul Lester 
declined to disclose the exact 
amount of cash that Louisville, 
Kentucky-based tobacco compa¬ 
ny Brown and Williamson paid 
for the sponsorship, without ap¬ 
proval by the group’s board of di¬ 
rectors. However, he called the 
company’s Tee to sponsor one 
stage and an advertisement on an¬ 
other stage “a sizable amount of 
money.” The company also dis¬ 
tributed non-tobacco products 
such as cigarette lighters and 
some t-shirts to fairgoers. 

‘A right to choose’ 

Lester said Lucky Strike ap¬ 
proached the street fair, and that 
the SMMILE board of directors 
solicits a variety of adult-oriented 
advertising. He justified the ad¬ 
vertising by explaining that the 
Folsom Street Fair is an “adult- 
oriented, outdoor event,” the 
Lucky Strike ads were not directed 
toward children or families, and 
the cigarette company was not 
listed on any official SMMILE ad¬ 
vertising. 

“We still have a right to choose 
and make choices here in Califor¬ 
nia,” he said. “This is San Francisco.” 

But according to CLSP orga¬ 
nizer Jim Smith, arguments about 
personal freedom and smoking or 
accepting such advertising miss a 
fundamental point. 

Saying that the lesbian and gay 
community “is hungry for recog¬ 
nition” on many fronts, Smith 
raised concern about the funding 
practice, which he said was an ef¬ 
fort to manipulate the communi¬ 
ty’s “strong libertarian streak” and 
link gay rights to tobacco indus¬ 
try issues by portraying such is¬ 
sues as “smokers’ rights” or per¬ 
sonal freedom issues. 

“But they are two different is¬ 
sues,” he said. “After years of tar¬ 
geting ethnic populations, youth, 
and women, the tobacco industry 
is now turning its deadly dollars 
to our community.” 

Smith said that cigarette makers 
have previously sponsored lesbian 
and gay community events in Flori¬ 
da, but involvement in the Folsom 


Street fair is a California first. 

Smith blasted Brown and 
Williamson for “trying to buy ac¬ 
ceptability” and brand loyalty 
among lesbian and gay consumers 
by such sponsorships. 

Brown and Williamson 
spokesman Tom Fitzgerald told 
the Bay Area Reporter that venues 
like the Folsom Street Fair are “en¬ 
tirely appropriate” in the firm’s 
view for “advertising messages on 
brand choices.” 

And, he said, “There are 
groups which will criticize tobac¬ 
co companies for any kind of 
marketing or public activity, in¬ 
cluding advertising or any kind of 
contribution.” 

High gay smoking rates 

CLSP’s concern over the Fol¬ 
som Street Fair comes on the heels 
of research detailing high smoking 
rates among young gay and les¬ 
bian adults. According to a recent 
survey by Yankelovich Partners, a 
leading consumer research firm, 
smoking rates among lesbians and 
gays are higher than among other 


populations in the nation. 

On average, the Yankelovich 
Monitor survey found that smok¬ 
ing rates among lesbian and gay 
young adults between 18-29 is 44 
percent, compared to a 31 percent 
rate for young adults around the 
rest of the country. 

The survey also found that 36 
percent of lesbian and gay adults 
over 18 smoke - compared to 30 
percent of adults nationwide. 
Forty-two percent of gay men na¬ 
tionwide smoke cigarettes, com¬ 
pared with a 32 percent rate 
among their male counterparts in 
the general population. [Also see 
related story, next page.] 

Smith says he and others have 
been derisively labeled “health 
Nazis” because of their communi¬ 
ty health advocacy, but said groups 
like CLSP would continue to raise 
concerns about such funding. 

“We need to ask hard ques¬ 
tions about whether this is good 
for the community,” Smith said. 
“My answer is that it is not.” 

California Lavender Smokefree 
Project was developed in 1995 by 
Community Focus, a non-profit 
community organizing group, 
through a two-year grant from 
the California Department of 
Health Services. 

Funded by the state voter-man¬ 
dated Tobacco Tax Health Protec¬ 
tion Act of 1988, the group says its 
goal is to raise awareness in the les¬ 
bian and gay community about to¬ 
bacco-related health issues. 

According to a 1993 University 
of California Health Survey, 
healthcare costs associated with 
tobacco are an estimated $10 bil¬ 
lion a year in California. That fig¬ 
ure includes both direct health¬ 
care services costs; costs associat¬ 
ed with morbidity, such as lost 
wages and income; and mortality. 

Dr. Max Schneider, an openly 
gay clinical associate professor, 


psychiatrist, and addiction spe¬ 
cialist at the University of Califor¬ 
nia, Irvine, told the B.A.R. he be¬ 
lieves lesbian and gay groups and 
publications have to choose to “ei¬ 
ther promote unhealthy lifestyles” 
or promote healthy behaviors by 
rejecting such funds and con¬ 
demning the industries practices. 

“Tobacco is an equal opportu¬ 
nity killer. Young gays and les¬ 
bians are especially vulnerable to 
the advertising, which glamorizes 
tobacco use and presents images 
of independence and rebellion,” 
Schneider said. 

Gay press also criticized 

California Lavender Smokefree 
Project also criticizes lesbian and 
gay magazines and a newspaper 
for accepting cigarette advertising 
- and says that since 1991, when 
the Benson and Hedges brand be¬ 
came the first tobacco brand to 
advertise in the gay press, the field 
has seen at least an eight-fold in¬ 
crease in cigarette ads. 

A recent two-year CLSP study 
of Out and The Advocate, two lead¬ 


ing national lesbian and gay mag¬ 
azines, also shows that cigarette ad¬ 
vertising has actually doubled in 
both venues over the last two years. 

A spokesperson for The Advo¬ 
cate told the Bay Area Reporter 
that no one in the editorial de¬ 
partment would comment on the 
“tobacco issue,” and said that 
publisher Sam Watters was also 
“not available.” 

“I’m sorry I can’t help you out, 
and thank you for calling,” said 
Advocate public relations repre¬ 
sentative Jessica Kleiman. 

Out Magazine Editor-in-Chief 
Sarah Pettit flatly rejected Smith’s 
suggestion that there was any kind 
of relationship between the mag¬ 
azine’s acceptance of cigarette ad¬ 
vertising and its lack of articles 
about tobacco addiction, or about 
the effect of smoking on people 
with HIV. 

According to Pettit, it’s not that 
there is silence about the issue - 
there’s just no new news in the anti¬ 
smoking message - so there isn’t an 
ethical question of such advertising 
buying Out’s editorial silence. 

“Where’s the breaking news? 
That smoking is bad for your 
health?” she scoffed. 

Citing the tradition that sepa¬ 
rates the advertising and editorial 
functions of the press, Pettit said 
as editor she was unable to com¬ 
ment on Out’s advertising choices. 

The CLSP survey found that in 
the 18-month period from Janu¬ 
ary 1995-June 1996, The Advocate 
published 14 cigarette ads at the 
rate of $6,233 per full-page one¬ 
time four-color ad. 

Out accepted 27 such adver¬ 
tisements between January 1995 
and September 1996, according to 
the survey. Out charges $12,000 
for a one-time four-color full- 
page ad. The magazine’s Novem¬ 
ber 1996 issue features a four-

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Revealed: the smoking habits of 
people who watch drag pageants

A recent survey conducted 
among predominantly 
Asian & Pacific Islander 
(API) gay and bisexual men in 
San Francisco showed that the 
majority of those who smoked 
cigarettes want to quit, and that 
their primary motivation for 
doing so is for health reasons. 
On the other hand, two of the 
top reasons given for not quit¬ 
ting, or not being able to, are 
the belief that smoking relieves 
stress, and that they are addict¬ 
ed to cigarettes. 

The survey, funded through 
a mini-grant program of the 
Asian & Pacific Islander Tobac¬ 
co Education Network 
(APITEN), was conducted in 
the early fall during the 1996 
Miss Gay Universe Pageant held 
at the Palace of Fine Arts. 
APITEN is a statewide network 
of tobacco control advocates 
who are concerned about the 
high prevalence of smoking as 
well as the aggressive tobacco 
advertising in the Asian & Pacif¬ 
ic Islander communities. The 
network has also been vocal 
against the “dumping” of tobac¬ 


co products in Asia and the Pa¬ 
cific by U.S. companies. 

Questionnaires were handed 
out to attendees at the event - 
an annual fundraiser for the Fil¬ 
ipino Task Force on AIDS - ask¬ 
ing respondents to identify 
themselves as smokers or non- 
smokers and to answer several 
questions about smoking be¬ 
havior. Of the 338 who returned 
the surveys, 60 (18%) said they 
were smokers and 43 (13%) said 
they lived with smokers. Of 
those who smoked, 27 (45%) 
lived with another smoker and 
the rest lived with non-smokers. 

The lesbian/gay/bisexual/ 
transgender community is con¬ 
sidered a lucrative market for 
tobacco companies. According 
to the Coalition of Lavender- 
Americans on Smoking & 
Health, studies point to the fact 
that there is a higher smoking 
prevalence rate in this commu¬ 
nity compared with the general 
population. 

Other findings of the APT 
survey: 

1. Almost half of the smokers 
said they smoked from 10 to 20 
cigarettes per day. 

2. Very few of the respon¬ 
dents who were smokers identi-

page Lucky Strike ad that starts 
inside the front cover and runs 
four full pages. An inside front 
page ad normally costs $14,000. 

In October, The Gay + Lesbian 
Times, a San Diego news publica¬ 
tion, became the first local Cali¬ 
fornia gay and lesbian newspaper 
to accept cigarette advertising 
when it began running ads for 
Red Kamel cigarettes. 

According to editor Corri 
Planck, the paper has “only gotten 
one or two letters” in response to 
the ads. “Our editorial response 
simply says that accepting adver¬ 
tising doesn’t equal advocacy,” 
Planck said. “We run ads for bars, 
but we don’t necessarily say go out 
drinking; we run ads for bath¬ 
houses, but don’t necessarily say 
go out to bathhouses.” 

Smoke-filled politicians 

National Lesbian and Gay Task 
Force spokesman Robert Bray 
said that the lesbian and gay press 
often needs such advertising rev¬ 
enue, but said he was concerned 


because of tobacco companies’ 
traditional sponsorship of anti¬ 
gay politicians. 

“I’m skeptical about the accep¬ 
tance of advertising from tobacco 
and other companies that fund 
arch-conservative candidates for 
political office or far right institu¬ 
tions,” Bray said. 

Traditional tobacco company 
support of national right-wing 
causes and political figures such as 
Republican Senator Jesse Helms 
of North Carolina notwithstand¬ 
ing, tobacco money played a piv¬ 
otal role in California politics 
during the 1994 elections. 

A last-minute contribution of 
$125,000 by four tobacco compa¬ 
nies - including Brown and 
Williamson, R.J. Reynolds, Amer¬ 
ican Tobacco Company, and 
Philip Morris - helped elect Re¬ 
publican Assemblyman Steve 
Kuykendall of Long Beach to a 
once-Democratic seat. 

Kuykendall’s election created 
the 41-vote Assembly Republican 
majority that led to the 1995 elec¬ 
tion of Republican Assembly 
speaker Kurt Pringle in a Republi¬ 
can takeover - and a rash of pro¬ 
posed anti-gay state legislation. ▼

fied “not wanting to spread sec¬ 
ondhand smoke” as a motiva¬ 
tion for quitting. This indicates 
a lack of awareness about the 
hazards of environmental to¬ 
bacco smoke (ETS). 

3. More than half of the 
smokers were between the ages 
of 31 and 40. There was no sur¬ 
vey question on what age they 
started smoking. 

4. The smokers report that, 
with minor variance, they 
smoke fairly equally in their 
homes, workplaces, and in bars, 
with the exception of smokers 
who live with non-smokers, 
who report smoking more often 
in bars than in any other sites. 
(State law now prohibits smok¬ 
ing in the workplace, including 
restaurants, while the smoking 
ban in bars that was supposed 
to go into effect in January of 
1997 has been delayed until 
1998.) 

Smoking is the leading pre¬ 
ventable cause of death in the 
United States, killing 434,000 
Americans each year, according 
to the Centers for Disease Con¬ 
trol and Prevention (CDC). The 
World Health Organization es¬ 
timates that 2.5 million people 
worldwide die each year from 
smoking-related causes. It is 
also estimated that passive (sec- * 
ondhand) smoke kills more 
than 50,000 Americans each 
year. ▼

$5K raised for 
ACT UP/East Bay 

Jeff Getty speaks out 
on\AIDS industry'

A fter a seven-week exhibi¬ 
tion in Berkeley, ACT 
UP/East Bay’s silent auc¬ 
tion netted approximately $5,000 
for the AIDS activist group. A 
closing party featuring Jeff Getty 
and entertainer Trauma Flint- 
stone was held on the ninth an¬ 
nual World AIDS Day, Sunday, 
December 1. 

ACT UP/East Bay member 
John Iversen told the B.A.R. that 
an additional $1,500 was raised 
from the sale of raffle tickets. 
Iversen said he was very happy 
with the silent auction’s success. 

“It was the group’s biggest 
fundraiser,” Iversen said. 

The silent auction started on 
October 11, Coming Out Day. 
During the fundraiser, art was on 
exhibit at the Berkeley Store 
Gallery. Bids were collected until 
Sunday, when the art was taken 
off the walls by high bidders. 

At the closing party, attention 
was directed to the ongoing fight 
against AIDS - and more impor¬ 
tantly to many people, access to new 
treatments. That was a point firmly 
emphasized by Getty, who spoke to 
an audience of about 60 people. 

“He’s risked his life for all of 
us,” Iversen said as he introduced 
Getty. 

Getty, an Oakland resident and 
ACT UP/Golden Gate member, 
made national headlines and 
medical history on December 14, 
1995 when he was injected with 
baboon immune cells. Although 
the experimental procedure was 
determined to have failed in the 
attempt to rebuild his immune 
system, Getty said he feels much 
better than he did before the 
transplant. 

Earlier this year he was at¬ 
tacked by animal rights activists 
who were critical of the trans¬ 
plant. 

Last Sunday, Getty said that he 
was once asked what he wanted, 
since he was often at odds with 
others in the AIDS community. 

“I want the end of the AIDS 
industry,” Getty said, recalling his 
response. He has been an outspo¬ 
ken advocate of access to medical 
treatments and other AIDS-relat¬ 
ed issues, particularly around 
health maintenance organizations 
providing such things as viral load 
testing, and paying for them. 


On the positive side, Getty did 
say that 1996 will likely be re¬ 
membered as the year when “we 
turned this thing around.” 

There is hope 

“I don’t want to sound opti¬ 
mistic,” Getty explained, “but 
death tolls at hospices are doWn, 
and we’re finally seeing the impact 
of drugs that work to help some 
of us stay alive. It’s not hopeless 
now, there is hope.” 

However, Getty was critical of 
the lack of availability of new 
drugs - primarily the protease in¬ 
hibitors - to many people with 
AIDS because they simply cannot 
afford them. He praised work 
done by ACT UP/East Bay, partic¬ 
ularly in the area of fighting for 
improved access to AIDS treat¬ 
ment at Kaiser hospitals. The 
giant medical provider now pays 
for viral load testing and other 
therapies largely due to the work 
of ACT UP/East Bay, Getty said. 

“ACT UP/East Bay is mobiliz¬ 
ing to try to do something. As we 
begin to fight for access, we’re 
going to have to fight the AIDS in¬ 
dustry itself,” Getty said. 

He was referring to recent lob¬ 
bying by representatives of the 
CARE Coalition, a group of cities 
that receive Ryan White CARE 
funds, in order to get $50 million 
in federal funds diverted from the 
AIDS Drug Assistance Program 
(ADAP) to their agencies. ADAP 
funds help people pay for AIDS 
treatment therapies. 

Iversen encouraged people to 
contact Representative Nancy 
Pelosi, D-San Francisco, and urge 
that the money be returned to 
ADAP. He stated the San Francis¬ 
co AIDS Foundation was instru¬ 
mental in lobbying for the diver¬ 
sion of funds, along with other 
AIDS foundations. 

Despite the seriousness sur¬ 
rounding the closing party, Flint- 
stone lightened up the evening by 
playing Cole Porter classics and 
holiday carols on the piano as 
people gathered around and sang. 
Others took time to check out 
paintings and photographs that 
were being auctioned. One person 
even traveled from Marin County 
to attend the event. ▼

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Liz Taylor: 
World needs 
AIDS vaccine 

Make it a ' humane, fair ; 
and fast' global effort

A merican actress Elizabeth 
Taylor called on the United 
States on Monday, Decem¬ 
ber 2 to assemble its “best and 
brightest” scientists to develop an 
effective AIDS vaccine. 

Taylor, a dedicated activist 
against the disease, spent a day at 
U.N. headquarters with represen¬ 
tatives from the American Foun¬ 
dation for AIDS Research and 
other AIDS organizations to urge 
more efforts against the deadly 
disease. 

The actress said the world 
community has been spending 
less than $130 million a year to 
develop a safe and effective vac¬ 
cine. 

“I am calling on the U.S. gov¬ 
ernment to lead the charge and 
assemble the best and brightest 
with the sole intent on finding an 
effective vaccine,” she said. 

“The United States has a moral 
obligation to lead a global effort 
that is humane, fair, and fast,” she 
said. “That means mobilizing the 
leadership, capital and the scien¬ 
tific community quickly and test¬ 
ing candidates on strengths of 
HIV that are prevalent in the de¬ 
veloping world and not just those 
that existed at home.” 

She called for a “global health 
care revolution” to combat the 
epidemic. HIV is the virus that 
causes AIDS. 

Participating with Taylor at the 
U.N. AIDS day were also repre¬ 
sentatives from AIDS support or¬ 
ganizations from Uganda and 
Malaysia. 

The United Nations said more

than 22 million people around the 
world have been infected with the 
virus since the epidemic erupted 
in the 1980s. Every day, there are 
an estimated 8,500 newly infected 
people, 1, 000 of whom are chil¬ 
dren under 15. 

About 8 million of those 22 
million have developed AIDS and 
6 million have died. The United 
Nations said some 9 million chil¬ 
dren have lost their mothers to 
-AIDS. T

search has been a key element in 
recent AIDS breakthroughs and 
must be protected in the federal 
budget. 

While describing the recent 
string of successes in AIDS re¬ 
search, Health Secretary Donna 
Shalala told reporters following 
the Oval Office meeting held to 
mark World AIDS Awareness 
Week that the experts made one 
point to Clinton “over and over 
again: It’s not just putting money 
into AIDS research; it’s basic sci¬ 
ence that has provided the build¬ 
ing blocks for these break¬ 
throughs.” 

Dr. Anthony Fauci, director of 
the National Center of Allergy 
and Infectious Diseases, said he 
explained to Clinton the impor¬ 
tance played by basic research in 
two of the biggest recent discov¬ 


eries, the receptor known as 
“CCR5” or “CKR5” that appears 
to provide AIDS resistance to a 
small group of people, and pro¬ 
tease inhibitor drugs with their 
new strategy to halt the virus life 
cycle. 

Fauci said Clinton understood 
the importance of basic research 
and appeared “acutely aware of 
maintaining that balance” in 
funding studies on both basic sci¬ 
ence and clinical treatments. 

He said he did not believe the 
federal government was under- 
funding either side. “I think we’re 
trying as best as we can to walk 
that fine line,” Fauci said. 

Clinton, in brief remarks to re¬ 
porters before the meeting, 
promised to maintain his admin¬ 
istration’s commitment to the 
battle against AIDS, which has in¬ 
cluded a 40-percent increase in 
AIDS research supported by the 
National Institutes of Health. 

“I’m determined to keep press¬ 
ing until we have a vaccine and ul¬ 
timately a cure,” Clinton said. ▼

... But people with AIDS may never get it

'jP|| ecombinant human Nerve 
mf Growth Factor (rhNGF) 
ll may be the first treatment 
that actually repairs nerves dam¬ 
aged by HIV or drugs used to 
treat HIV infection. Though cur¬ 
rently studied through the AIDS 
Clinical Trials Groups (ACTG # 


291), people with AIDS may never 
receive rhNGF. 

rhNGF is patented by Genen- 
tech of South San Francisco. ACT 
UP/Golden Gate began its long his¬ 
tory of attempting to motivate 
Genentech to study rhNGF in peo¬ 
ple with AIDS that suffer from 
painful peripheral neuropathy in 
1992. In 1994 Genentech finally 
agreed to supply drug for ACTG 
#291. In 1995 the company reneged 
on this agreement and was pres¬ 


sured by ACT UP/Golden Gate, 
Project Inform, other national ACT 
UP chapters, and people with AIDS 
to supply drug for the study. 

ACTG #291 is a phase II study 
conducted by the government’s 
main AIDS trial network. It com¬ 
pares two doses of rhNGF verses 
placebo and is designed to evalu¬ 
ate the effectiveness of rhNGF in 
the treatment of peripheral neu¬ 
ropathy caused by HIV or antivi¬ 
ral treatments. Subjects may take 
any medications to control pain. 
The study began in July of 1996, 
and current enrollment, as of No¬ 
vember 22,1996, is 99/140. 

Genentech has only verbally 
agreed to supply rhNGF to trial 
participants; as of now, if some¬ 
one receives placebo, they may 
never receive rhNGF until long 
after they complete their treat¬ 
ment regimen or until the trial is 
completed. Those who received 
rhNGF and benefited from it may 
have to go off drug for an unde¬ 
termined amount of time as well. 
It is likely that their neuropathy 
may return. Drug continuation is 
common in AIDS clinical trials. 
ACT UP/Golden Gate feels it 
would be fair and ethical to sup¬ 
ply this drug when a participant 
completes their treatment regi¬ 
men and unethical to have to 
wait. 

ACT UP/Golden Gate, the 
ACTG protocol chair, trial partic¬ 
ipants, and local AIDS organiza¬ 
tions met with Genentech on No¬ 
vember 18 to discuss rhNGF and

a continuation of study drug for 
trial participants. Although a ver¬ 
bal agreement was made to the 
participants of the meeting, 
Genentech claims that a major 
production problem has occurred 
when attempting to create 
enough drug for a 1,600- 
patient diabetic neu¬ 
ropathy study. There- , 
fore, it is not able to 
supply further study 
drug at this time. Genen¬ 
tech stated it will supply 
drug when it becomes avail¬ 
able. Trial participants 
are now beginning to 
complete their treat¬ 
ment regimens. The 
ACTG has planned to follow all 
trial participants in the event 
rhNGF becomes available. 

Study results 

Genentech recently presented 
results of a phase II diabetic neu¬ 
ropathy study at the American 
Neurological Association Meeting 
in Miami, Florida. Results of the 
250-subject study indicated that 
there was an overall reduction in 
pain measured by “accepted pain 
scales” for those who received 
rhNGF, but not the placebo 
group. In addition to this, there 
was an increase in sensation to 
hot and cold in subjects receiving 


caused indirectly by HIV, and 
neurotoxic neuropathy from 
drugs used to treat HIV disease. 
D4T, ddl, ddC , Isoniazid (TB 
drug), Vinblastine (KS treat¬ 
ment), Cisplatin (Cancer drug), 
and Taxol (cancer drug) are some 
drugs that may cause toxic 
neuropathies. Seven to 
15% of PWAs on the 
antiretroviral treat¬ 
ments named above 
will develop PN from 
those treatments. 

If PN is caused by a 
drug, the symptoms 
will go away after six 
to eight weeks once 
the drug is stopped. 
Usually someone cannot attempt 
to use the drug again without 
having the PN return. Sometimes 
a toxic neuropathy can enhance a 
pre-existing form of PN that does 
not stop when the drug is 
stopped. 

Symptoms of DSPN and neu¬ 
rotoxic neuropathies are similar. 
DSPN is characterized by a burn¬ 
ing pain that will start in the mid¬ 
dle of the foot and hands, numb¬ 
ness and/or tingling as if you are 
wearing stockings and gloves, 
pain that occurs during normal 
use of hands and feet such as 
walking, and the loss of ability to 
flex tendons in the ankle and

rhNGF. There seemed to be no 
dose-related difference between 
the two doses of rhNGF studied, 
so they will continue develop¬ 
ment of the lower dose. 

The only side effect when 
given correctly is injection site 
soreness that most people can live 
with. Genentech also reported 
that those who received rhNGF 
have had a return of neuropathy 
after they went off rhNGF. Inci¬ 
dentally, the participants of this 
study have never received a con¬ 
tinuation of study drug, although 
results have already been present¬ 
ed at a major Neurological meet¬ 
ing. ACT UP/Golden Gate agrees 
this, too, is unethical. 

Peripheral Neuropathy (PN) is 
one of several types of nerve dam¬ 
age that can occur in AIDS. It is 
painful and debilitating, and 30% 
of people with AIDS will develop 
symptoms of peripheral neuropa¬ 
thy. The most common forms of 
PN in AIDS are Distal Symmetri¬ 
cal Polyneuropathy (DSPN) 


wrist. The symptoms persist for a 
long time following their onset, 
and occur at a greater rate in late- 
stage AIDS. Other diseases can 
cause neuropathies too: alco¬ 
holism, diabetes, vitamin B-12 de¬ 
ficiency, some inflammatory dis¬ 
eases, hypothyroidism, and neu¬ 
rosyphilis may also cause DSPN. 
If you are experiencing any of 
these or other neurological symp¬ 
toms, it is highly suggested that 
you see a neurologist experienced 
with AIDS. 

How HIV can damage nerves 
is poorly understood and has 
been under-studied. HIV is 
known to infect a type of blood 
cell called macrophages, whose 
job is to fight disease. 
Macrophages can infiltrate the 
myelin that protects nerves and 
allows for the electrical impulses 
to travel up and down nerves, 
much like a sheath protects a wire. 
When this occurs, the 
macrophages may begin to dam-

A new HIV/AIDS housing in¬ 
formation phone line for 
people living in Alameda 
County has just been set up by 
Hayward-based Eden I&R (Infor¬ 
mation and Referral), and it’s the 
centerpiece of the agency’s AIDS 
Housing Information Project 
(AHIP). 

The AHIP phone line, which 
started in late November, is open 
weekday afternoons to help peo¬ 
ple with HIV or AIDS find hous¬ 
ing. Additionally, staff members 
said, callers will be able to access 
services they need in order to 
maintain stable housing. 

“There are as many as 2,200 
people with HIV who are home¬ 
less in Alameda County. They 
have a critical need for housing, 
because stable housing is the first 
step in accessing medical care, so¬ 
cial services, and to better health,” 
explained Leslie Addison, AHIP 
supervisor. 

She added, “An individual with 
AIDS who is on Social Security 


receives $626 a month, and that is 
the average rent in this county. We 
can assist callers in making that 
money go as far as possible, by 
linking them with housing, food, 
and healthcare providers.” 

Housing units for PWAs in 
Alameda County are scarce, even 
taking into account a variety of 
options, such as beds in another 
type of facility or emergency 
placements. Addison said the low¬ 
est figure consists of 12 one-bed¬ 
room apartments specifically for 
people with HIV/AIDS in the 
county. However, there are units 
for people with disabilities that 
give preference to PWAs, as well as 
emergency housing and other 
units, bringing the total available 
to about 90 beds, she explained. 

Until Eden I&R’s information 
line started, it had been very diffi¬ 
cult for individuals to find that 
housing or learn how to get access 
to it, she noted. 

“So far we’ve gotten a fair 
number of calls,” Addison told the 
B.A.R., adding that a 200-piece 
mailing about the service was 
mailed last week.

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age the myelin. Macrophages may 
also cause the increase in chemi¬ 
cals used to signal the immune 
system that an inflammation ex¬ 
ists and needs attention. Tumor 
Necrosis Factor is one of these 
chemicals found to be increased 
in DSPN from AIDS and believed 
to have a role in DSPN. 

rhNGF and 
other options 

rhNGF is a naturally produced 
chemical that signals the body to 
produce, repair, and strengthen 
small nerves. These are the types 
of nerves damaged in HIV-associ¬ 
ated DSPN. 

No other treatment used in the 
management of DSPN symptoms 
repair the damage, but they may 
alleviate some of the pain and as¬ 
sist in coping with the situation. 

DSPN is currently treated with 
a variety of strategies that may in¬ 
clude occupational therapy, phys¬ 
ical therapy, and most commonly 
tricyclic antidepressant medica¬ 
tions. The most common is 
Amitriptyline (elavil). Others in¬ 
clude disiprimine, and imiprim- 
ine. These drugs do not alleviate 
the pain, they increase sleepiness, 
and cause severe dry mouth, but 
you may not care so much about 
the situation. Mexilitine (cari- 
doarrythimia drug) is also fre¬ 
quently prescribed and may be 
used in combination with tricyclic 
and pain medications. Pain-re¬ 
lieving drugs used are usually opi¬ 
ate-based and include: morphine, 
codeine, oxycodone, vicodin, and 
fentanyl patches. If tricyclic drugs 
fail, anticonvulsant medications 
such as phenytoin, carbe- 
mazepine, and recently 
gabapentin (neurontin) may be 
given a chance. Acupuncture, vit¬ 
amin B 6 and 12 are other means 
of attempting to treat PN. Some¬ 
times, as you can see, finding the 
right combination can be a long 
process. It may involve manage¬ 
ment of side effects. For example, 
large doses of opiate-based drugs 
can produce a sense of euphoria, 
are definitely habit-forming, 
cause constipation, and may in¬ 
hibit someone from being able to 
function it their normal level. 

Vitamin combinations have 
been used for years in diabetic 
neuropathy, the most common 


neuropathy. There have been no 
controlled studies with these 
compounds in AIDS, but some 
people report improvement and 
additional relief of symptoms. 
Caution is urged with vitamin B 6 
(thiotic acid), since it will cause 
PN if used at doses greater than 
500 mg per day. B6 is usually pre¬ 
scribed at 50 mg per day and has 
been shown to effectively treat 
neuropathy from the TB drug, 
Isoniazid (INH). The same dose is 
used for diabetic neuropathy. 

Current studies (other than 
ACTG #291) include another 
ACTG study #242 and a CPCRA 
study. ACTG # 242 is designed to 
establish a standard treatment and 
to truly evaluate the effectiveness 
of Amitriptyline verses Mexilitine 
in treatment of DSPN. The study 
is slow to accrue since the drugs 
are already available. The CPCRA 
is conducting a study of acupunc¬ 
ture with Mexilitine verses “sham 
acupuncture” as a placebo. In the 
recent past, CPCRA conducted a 
small study of Mexilitine versus 
placebo that seemed to indicate 
that at least subjectively, there was 
improvement in pain. Placebo 
arms are commonly used in pain- 
related studies since there is a def¬ 
inite placebo effect that can com¬ 
pound results. For example, Pep¬ 
tide T (a type of protein) was 
studied for treatment of DSPN, 
and results indicated that subjects 
on the placebo (saline) reported 
greater improvement than those 
on the treatment arm. 

Memantine is another poten¬ 
tial drug for DSPN. Memantine is 
a drug approved in Germany for 
Parkinson’s disease and used for 
the last 15 years. Memantine is 
currently in two studies: ACTG 
#301 for treatment of AIDS-relat¬ 
ed dementia, and the other at the 
National Cancer Institute for dia¬ 
betic neuropathy. There is no cur¬ 
rent study for Memantine and 
HIV-associated neuropathy. The 
drug is available through the PWA 
Health Group in New York. 

Treatments for DSPN have 
been only marginally successful in 
improving the quality of life for 
those with AIDS. rhNGF is the 
only compound that may repair 
damaged nerves or protect them 
so people can continue antiretro¬ 
viral treatment. ACT UP/Golden 
Gate plans to keep pressing 
Genentech to develop rhNGF for 
PWAs and to ensure rhNGF is 
properly tested. ▼ 


Earlier this year, the Alameda 
County Multi-Year AIDS Housing 
Plan identified the need for the 
information phone line after con¬ 
ducting a survey of people with 
HIV/AIDS and discovering that 
43 percent of the people surveyed 
have been homeless. 

As one survey participant ex¬ 
plained, “We need some sort of 
clearinghouse where we can find 
cheap roommate situations or 
cheap housing. Because a lot of 
people are forced into a situation 
where they have to live in ...dis¬ 
ease-infected areas, to sleep on the 
streets, or beg off relatives or 
friends. You know, it is not a good 
time going through that situa¬ 
tion.” 

The AHIP is that clearing¬ 
house, Addison said. It’s a phone 
line where clients and AIDS ser¬ 
vice providers can call to have a 
resource specialist perform a cus¬ 
tomized search of AIDS service 
organization databases, and 
AIDS-dedicated and other low- 
cost housing databases. 

Eden I&R has been linking in¬ 
dividuals and resources for 20 
years, Addison noted, and the 
AHIP was the next logical step for 
the agency. 

The Community Housing and 
Information Network (CHAIN), 
also a program of Eden I&R, 
maintains a database of over 
20,000 low-income and affordable 
rental units in Alameda County, 
and information on over 4,000 
Bay Area human service 
providers. The CHAIN program 
answers more than 8,800 calls a 
year, providing vital housing and 
other referral information. 


Addison said that the AHIP 
has access to the CHAIN re¬ 
sources, as well as additional spe¬ 
cialized databases. For example, if 
a client is interested in a particular 
apartment, but says that they 
don’t have enough money for the 
deposit, a resource specialist will 
refer them to agencies that can as¬ 
sist with move-in costs. Likewise, 
if a client is relocating to a differ¬ 
ent part of the county, the AHIP 
will be able to connect them with 
service providers in the new area. 

Roommate service 

AHIP is also creating a special 
shared housing database, where 
people who have apartments and 
are seeking roommates will be 
able to list free of charge. Addison 
said shared housing can be the 
best solution for some people 
with HIV/AIDS. 

Having a roommate can help 
some remain in an established 
home that they can no longer af¬ 
ford on their own. Shared hous¬ 
ing is also a way for someone to be 
able to afford an apartment that’s 


larger or in a more desirable 
neighborhood than they could af¬ 
ford on their own, Addison ex¬ 
plained. The presence of a room¬ 
mate can also help some combat 
loneliness and isolation. 

The specialized shared housing 
database will be a way to avoid the 
discrimination and rejection that 
HIV-positive people face when 
they are seeking a roommate, she 
added. 

“During the AIDS housing 
planning process, we heard many 
stories of people not getting the 
help they needed because they 
were unaware of what housing 
and services were available,” said 
Linda Gardner, housing director 
for Alameda County. “The AIDS 
Housing Information Project will 
be a lifeline connecting those who 
need help with the help they 
need.” ▼

Groundbreaking psychologist 
Evelyn Hooker dies at 89

P ioneering homophile civil 
rights-era figure and clin¬ 
ical psychologist Dr. Eve¬ 
lyn Hooker died on November 
18 at her Santa Monica home. 
She was 89. 

Hooker’s 1950s research de¬ 
bunked many of the postwar cul¬ 
tural and social beliefs regarding 
the psychological stability and ad¬ 
justment of male homosexuals, 
who were generally regarded at 
the time as emotionally disturbed 
and poorly socially adjusted. 

In 1956, Hooker’s paper “The 
Adjustment of the Male Overt 
Homosexual,” was delivered at the 
American Psychological Associa¬ 


tion and later published in an ob¬ 
scure journal. 

Although it drew little public 
attention, Hooker’s study of a 
small sample of 60 men, half of 
them homosexual, of similar ages, 
education, and intelligence levels, 
was significant. 

Hooker administered stan¬ 
dardized personality tests, includ¬ 
ing the Rorschach ink-blot pro¬ 
jective test, and then had a panel 
of three expert clinicians assess 
the results - without disclosing 
the subject’s sexual orientation. 

The panel found that two- 
thirds of the gay men were of av¬ 
erage or even superior psycholog¬ 
ical adjustment, and that homo¬ 
sexuals couldn’t be presumed to 
have pathological conditions, or 
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to have the strong feminine traits 
that were a stereotype of the era, 
merely because of their sexual ori¬ 
entation. 

Hooker received criticism for 
the small study sample, including 
claims of bias because its subjects 
were recruited from homophile 
groups such as the Mattachine So¬ 
ciety and were not necessarily av¬ 
erage gay people but well-adjusted 
advocates. 

Hooker’s research was fre¬ 
quently cited in homophile civil 
rights organizing efforts of the 
time, inspiring further research 
into the psychological functioning 
of homosexuals and, eventually, of 
other sexual minorities, including 
bisexuals and transgendered indi¬ 
viduals. Seventeen years after her 
initial study, lesbian and gay psy¬ 
chiatrists and physicians convinced 
the American Psychiatric Associa¬ 
tion to remove homosexuals from 
its list of mental disorders. 

Born in 1907 in North Platte, 
Nebraska and raised in Colorado, 
Hooker earned her doctorate in 
psychology from Johns Hopkins 
University in 1932. T

||% tate Attorney General Dan 
Lungren issued enforcement 
guidelines Tuesday, Decem¬ 
ber 3 to keep California’s new 
medical marijuana law from fos¬ 
tering illegal use of the drug. 

But he said it is still unclear 
how federal officials will treat 
doctors or others who could be 
prosecuted since the state’s law 
conflicts with federal statutes. 

“Our job is to correctly apply

i nitiatives approved last month 
J in Arizona and California to 
m legalize marijuana for medici¬ 
nal uses could sabotage the na¬ 
tion’s war on drugs, top officials 
warned melodramatically at a 
Monday, December 2 Senate 
hearing. 

“It would not be an exaggera¬ 
tion to say that the very essence of 
our .. .drug control strategy - our 
resolve to prevent the 68 million 
Americans under the age of 18 
from becoming a new generation 
of drug addicts - could be undone 
by these imprudent, unscientific 
and flawed initiatives,” said Barry 
McCaffrey, the retired Army gen¬ 
eral who heads the Office of Na¬ 
tional Drug Control Policy. 

“The two measures are in con¬ 
tradiction of federal law,” the anti- 
drug czar told the Senate Judicia¬ 
ry Committee. “Both measures 
are actually a quasi-legalization of 
dangerous drugs.” 

Thomas Constantine, head of 
the Drug Enforcement Adminis¬ 
tration, echoed McCaffrey’s con¬ 
cerns. 

“Both states now allow individ¬ 
uals to possess substances which 
have no legitimate medical use,” 
Constantine said. “Both California 
and Arizona, despite what the pro¬ 
ponents claim, have taken the first 
steps toward the proponents’ ulti¬ 
mate goal of legalizing drugs.” 

On November 5, in one of the 
nation’s most closely watched bal¬ 
lot issues, California voters ap¬ 
proved by 56 percent to 44 per¬ 
cent Proposition 215, which legal¬ 
ized the cultivation, possession, 
and use of cannabis with a doc¬ 
tor’s authorization. 

The catch, critics contended, is 
that the physician authorization 
can be oral or written, enabling 
drug abusers caught growing, 
possessing, or using marijuana to 
claim it is for medical purposes. 

In neighboring Arizona, voters 
approved by 65 percent to 35 per¬ 
cent a ballot initiative to allow 
physicians to issue written pre¬ 
scriptions, backed by a written 
opinion from a second physician, 
for marijuana use. But McCaffrey 
said it goes further than the Cali¬ 
fornia measure by extending pre¬ 
scription-writing ability to other 
drugs, such as LSD and heroin. 

Constantine contended that 
language was “buried” in the 
proposition, which also sought to 
ease penalties for drug possession 
by permitting probation for drug 
abusers and parole for those now 
serving prison time for personal 
possession. 


the ‘medicinal use’ law as narrow¬ 
ly as possible, as close as possible 
to what the voters’ intentions 
were,” Lungren said after meeting 
with state police chiefs, sheriffs, 
and district attorneys. 

“Law enforcement’s job is to 
also ensure this law is not abused 
by people who want to smoke 
marijuana for other than ‘legiti¬ 
mate medicinal purposes.’” 

Proposition 215, approved by 
56 percent to 44 percent of the 
vote on November 5, legalizes the 
use and cultivation of marijuana 


McCaffrey argued that the Na¬ 
tional Institutes of Health found 
no clinical evidence to show 
smoked marijuana was better 
than more than a score of other 
federally approved pharmaceuti¬ 
cals, including a synthetic version 
of the active ingredient in mari¬ 
juana, for medicinal applications. 
Those applications include treat¬ 
ing glaucoma; weight loss and 
wasting of AIDS victims; nausea 
and vomiting of chemotherapy 
patients; those suffering from 
multiple sclerosis; or patients in 
intense pain. 

The medication to which he 
referred costs some $700 per 
month per patient, and is widely 
acknowledged to be less effective 
at ameliorating the effects of 
chemotherapy and AIDS. 

McCaffrey also warned that 
California and Arizona were side¬ 
stepping a time-tested federal 
drug approval process. It is true 
that there is a dearth of scientific 
tests proving the pharmacological 
benefits of cannabis, but that is 
primarily because research facili¬ 
ties that seek governmental ap¬ 
proval to conduct such tests are 
routinely denied permission. 

Penalize the doctors! 

The issue is a sensitive one for 
the Clinton administration, which 
has long been under attack from 
Republicans controlling Congress 
for a failed drug policy that has 
fostered use among teenagers. 

Clinton also has taken some 
heat from Republicans for cutting 
the White House drug office bud¬ 
get at the start of his administra¬ 
tion and increasing it with the ap¬ 
pointment this year of McCaffrey. 

During the presidential cam¬ 
paign, President Clinton came 
under sharp attack from GOP 
candidate Bob Dole for drastic in¬ 
creases after years of decline in 
drug use among teenagers, espe¬ 
cially marijuana use, during Clin¬ 
ton’s first term. 

In August, the National 
Household Drug Survey showed 
drug use rose from six percent of 
teenagers aged 12-17 in 1994 to 
eight percent in 1995, part of a 
trend that started in 1992, before 
Clinton took office. 

The survey also showed that 
past-month drug use by the same 
age group - including cocaine and 
hallucinogens - rose from 8.2 per¬ 
cent in 1994 to 10.9 percent in 
1995. 

Constantine defended the ad¬ 
ministration, telling the panel, 
“The Clinton administration is 
unequivocally opposed to the le¬ 
galization of drugs.”

when approved by a physician for 
the relief of pain and suffering. 

The law conflicts with federal 
drug statutes that prohibit doctors 
from prescribing marijuana. 
Those laws list the drug among 
dangerous and addictive sub¬ 
stances, including heroin and am¬ 
phetamines. 

While Proposition 215 at¬ 
tempts to circumvent the federal 
ban on marijuana prescriptions 
by saying doctors may “recom¬ 
mend” the drug, Lungren said the 
federal government had not said 


ONDCP official, lambasted what 
he called a “national policy of ne¬ 
glect” and contended the admin¬ 
istration had yet to fashion a cred¬ 
ible anti-drug plan. 

But he suggested the DEA, 
under a provision of the Con¬ 
trolled Substance Act, could and 
should revoke the registration li¬ 
censes of “pro-pot” physicians to 
store, dispense, or prescribe con¬ 
trolled substances. 

“Such a step would go some 
way toward demonstrating the 
Clinton administration’s serious¬ 
ness in dealing with this impor¬ 
tant national issue,” he said, 
adding that such a gesture was 
“clearly overdue.” T 


if it would go to court over the 
issue. 

“We don’t know if it will en¬ 
force federal laws when they con¬ 
flict with this new state law,” he 
said. “We don’t know how they 
will treat doctors.” 

Lungren said he hopes to as¬ 
certain federal intentions when he 
meets in Washington December 
12 and 13 with U.S. Attorney 
General Janet Reno and her top 
staff as a member of the Executive 
Working Group on Federal, State 
and Local Prosecutorial Relations. 

For pain, not gain 

In the meantime, Lungren said 
he is advising local law enforce¬ 
ment officers to require that doc¬ 
tors “affirmatively recommend 
marijuana” rather than merely 
rubber stamp its use. 

He also clarified that while the 
new law allows marijuana to be 
cultivated for medicinal use, peo¬ 
ple who sell marijuana for a prof¬ 
it can be prosecuted. 

In the case of patients in jails 
and prisons, Lungren said doctors 
at those facilities must follow their 
security procedures and indepen¬ 
dently determine if they should 
advise marijuana. 

His guidelines to restrict mar¬ 
ijuana use narrowly were consis¬ 
tent with similar proposals by 
Californians for Medical Rights, 
the committee that placed Propo¬ 
sition 215 on the ballot. The 
group recently advised that the 
law should be narrowly interpret¬ 
ed to limit marijuana use to “rela¬ 
tively few patients, under very 
specific circumstances.” 

While Proposition 215 cannot

be changed except by another vote 
of the people, Lungren said legis¬ 
lation might regulate its imple¬ 
mentation, if not its content, and 
has proposed legislation to resolve 
questions. 

He mentioned controls on 
marijuana use by bus drivers, 
heavy equipment operators, or 
others in workplaces where others 
might be endangered. Also, the 
legislature might enact statutes to 
ensure that marijuana is used only 
for medical purposes, he suggest¬ 
ed. 

Republican Assemblyman Bob 
Margett of Arcadia said Tuesday 
he will introduce legislation in 
January to require that a patient’s 
doctor specify marijuana use in 
writing, and only if it would sig¬ 
nificantly reduce pain and suffer¬ 
ing. The bill would apply the same 
restrictions and punishments for 
the medical use of marijuana as 
currently apply to alcohol. T

Yes, 
I did kill a bunny wabbit in high 
school while hunting with some 
drinking buddies, but we’d al¬ 
ready burnt our frozen pizza that 
we’d brought for our camping 
trip, and were really hungry. 

Part of this skill, which didn’t 
take long for me to improve on, 
was imagining myself as having to 
hit the target. If you believe in that 
reincarnation thing, I might have 
been an infantryman in some me¬ 
dieval army, or at least some pre¬ 
historic tribesman or Theban 
warrior.

But think 
about it: never have humans had 
so many opportunities to be 
healthy. And yet we find so many 
opportunities to hurt our bodies, 
through sloth, smoking, drugs, 
and killing the planet. 

Enough soap-boxing. Since it 
is the week of my birthday, I’d 
like to extend a favorite gift of 
yet another nude picture of a

a week at retail, plus an unknown 
number of prescriptions for the 
devices, which are eligible for 
MediCal reimbursement. 

According to Barbara Miller at 
District Health Center One, 
“probably about 100” internal 
condoms have been given out to 
gay men in the last month. 

As more gay men began using 
the Reality condoms, facilitators 
and group leaders at Stop AIDS 
meetings began to notice more 
questions from group members 
about the devices. Eventually, the 
project decided to pass out 500 
two-packs in the month of De¬ 
cember and find out what users 
think about them. 

Wanna cram for a test? 

In the last year, safer sex pro¬ 
grams in Chicago, Philadelphia, 
Milwaukee, and other cities have 
made Reality condoms available 
to sex workers, gay men, and 


other people at risk for HIV in¬ 
fection. The Stop AIDS Project 
campaign is the first such pro¬ 
gram in San Francisco, except for 
the limited distribution at city 
health clinics, and the first in the 
area to get feedback from the men 
who use it. 

In addition to the pair of con¬ 
doms and two packets of lube, the 
Stop AIDS packet includes a ques¬ 
tionnaire to determine users’ sat¬ 
isfaction or dissatisfaction with 
the product. Even a return enve¬ 
lope is provided. 

According to Stop AIDS staffer 
Steven Gibson, the first “two or 
three dozen” kits were distributed 
December 1, World AIDS Day, as 
an adjunct to a free HIV testing 
program provided by the Gay 
Men’s Health Collective of the 
Berkeley Free Clinic. Kits are still 
available at the Berkeley Clinic on 
Sunday evenings, and at the Stop 
AIDS office at 210 Sanchez Street 
during office hours. 

Gibson said the information ob¬ 
tained from people who have used 
Reality will help the project deter¬ 


mine how best to emphasize inter¬ 
nal condoms as another choice. 

“Interestingly, we’ve heard 
people talk about its appeal as a 
fetish object,” Gibson told the Bay 
Area Reporter. “I think that’s im¬ 
portant, to be able to fetishize a 
safe sex object as a way of making 
gay men want to use it.” 

Petrelis, by far the most vocal 
advocate of internal condoms, 
agrees that the Reality actually 
makes sex sexier. “I like the way 
the inner ring [that secures the 
sheath in place] stimulates my 
butt,” he told the B.A.R. “Most of 
the people I know who have used 
it like it, too. 

“I think that if more San Fran¬ 
cisco men started using it, there 
could be virtually no HIV trans¬ 
mission between gay men engag¬ 
ing in sodomy.” ▼

which President Clinton signed 
during his re-election campaign. 

Even so, San Francisco Super¬ 
visor Leslie Katz, herself a civil 
rights attorney, is confident that 
lesbian and gay couples from Cal¬ 
ifornia who are married in Hawaii 
would be considered married 
under California law. 

“The full faith and credit pro¬ 
visions of the Constitution re¬ 
quire states to recognize mar¬ 
riages from other states,” Katz 
said. “The Defense of Marriage 
Act does not override the Consti¬ 
tution. Thus, I believe the 
Supreme Court will hold that law 
unconstitutional.” 

Similarly, California Assembly¬ 
woman Carole Migden said, “I 
fully expect that [Chang’s] deci¬ 
sion will be upheld after inner 
legal review, and that eventually 


same-sex marriages will be recog¬ 
nized by the State of California.” 

One of Migden’s colleagues, 
however, has announced that he is 
gearing up to make sure legal 
recognition of gay marriage does¬ 
n’t happen in California. Republi¬ 
can Pete Knight of Palmdale, who 
introduced a bill specifying mar¬ 
riage in this state as heterosexual- 
only earlier this year, has rewritten 
the bill after Democrats including 
Migden successfully blocked it. 
Knight said he will reintroduce the 
measure in lanuary. 

Arguments like Knight’s, that 
same-sex marriage undermines 
heterosexual unions, make Robert 
Bray of the National Gay and Les¬ 
bian Task Force laugh out loud. 

“Oh, yes,” he told the Bay Area 
Reporter , moments after the rul¬ 
ing was announced. “I fully expect 
to see straight marriages crum¬ 
bling all over Hawaii tomorrow. 
I’m sure there’s not one that will 
survive. 

“What a great day this is for 
straight divorce lawyers in 
Hawaii.” T

everyone feel heard.” 

The public’s perception of 
state government is also impor¬ 
tant to Kuehl, who was reelected 
to her second term in last month’s 
election. She said the public 
should view the Assembly as a de¬ 
mocratic institution that’s an in¬ 
telligent, deliberative body, “so 
that the ideas embedded in each 
bill get full discussion.” 

Migden to hold the purse? 

San Francisco Assembly¬ 
woman Carole Migden should 
also benefit politically from Bus¬ 
tamante’s election as speaker. She 
is expected to be named chair of 
the powerful Assembly Appropri¬ 
ations Committee, which has ju¬ 
risdiction over any bill that in¬ 
volves spending money. 

“I would be honored to serve,” 
Migden said, adding that the ap¬ 
pointment is expected to be an¬ 
nounced within the next one to 
two weeks. 

Migden called Kuehl’s ap¬ 
pointment as speaker pro tern 


“marvelous.” 

Kuehl had considered becom¬ 
ing speaker. She told the B.A.R. 
that “a number of people” indi¬ 
cated they would support her for 
the post. 

Migden bristled at a question 
that she had supported Busta¬ 
mante over Kuehl, saying Kuehl 
would have had her vote for 
speaker. 

“If she had run [for speaker], I 
would have voted for her,” Migden 
told the B.A.R. “She did not have 
the votes. Sheila had my vote and 
commitment, but I did say, ‘You 
shouldn’t do this.’ We all [Assem¬ 
bly Democrats] voted for Cruz, 
and we negotiated a good spot for 
her [Kuehl] and myself.” 

When asked if Migden had in¬ 
dicated such support, Kuehl told 
the B.A.R., “Yes, Carole was one of 
them.” 

Migden emphasized she and 
Kuehl constantly work together 
and Kuehl said they “get along 
great.” 

“Sheila and I are a team,” she 
said.

Conant Foundation to 
offer lymph , HIV forum

W hile there have never been more treatments available for 
people living with HIV disease, the need to understand 
these options has never been greater. In an effort to pro¬ 
vide more information to people, the Marcus A, Conant Founda¬ 
tion is presenting a free forum addressing the topic, “Does HIV 
Hide in the Lymph Nodes?” next Monday, December 16 at the 
Grand Hyatt on Union Square, on Stockton Street between Sutter 
and Post streets. 

The 6:30 p.ra. forum will be presented by Dr. Roger Mills of Ab¬ 
bott Laboratories. Mills, chief medical researcher at the pharma¬ 
ceutical company, will review data he presented at the third Inter¬ 
national Congress on Drug Therapy in HIV Infection. Mills’s pro¬ 
gram will focus on new research surrounding HIV and the lym¬ 
phatic system. 

Conant, a leading HIV/AIDS physician, started the foundation to 
provide a direct line of communication between healthcare providers, 
pharmaceutical companies, and people affected by HIV disease. 

In keeping with many other medical professionals and others 
who have spoken at various forums addressing HIV/AIDS, foun¬ 
dation staff emphasized that although there are promising treat¬ 
ments for HIV, there is no known cure for the disease. The foun¬ 
dation believes it is imperative to continue research of promising 
treatments for people living with HTV disease, and to redouble pre¬ 
vention efforts to stop the rate of new infections. 

Foundation staff stated that the average cost of treatment with 
a three-drug combination therapy is more than $15,000 annually. 
In keeping with its mission, the foundation is working to provide 
access for the HIV community to the most current treatment in¬ 
formation and researchers who are making those discoveries. ▼

aura of competition” that does 
not exist between the two women 
legislators. 

A fabulous effect 

As for making history, Kuehl is 
aware her powerful position in 
state government will not go un¬ 
noticed. 

“It’s a wonderful thing to have 
a woman be so visible in a leader¬ 
ship position, and a member of 
our community be so visible,” she 
said. 

Local gay political leaders were 
very pleased with Kuehl’s ap¬ 
pointment as speaker pro tern. 

San Francisco Supervisor 
Susan Leal said both Bustamante’s 
and Kuehl’s top leadership posts 
are significant. 

“Both cases - Cruz and Sheila 
- show the respect that diverse 
representatives are getting from 
their peers,” Leal told the B.A.R. 
“More importantly, for persons 
who are Latino and persons who 
are queer, it shows that when 
they get into elected office it’s be¬ 
cause they have to try so much 
harder and in many ways are 
more qualified, that when they 
get a chance, they quickly rise to 
the top.” 

Carol Stuart, an executive 
board member of the Harvey 
Milk Lesbian/Gay/Bisexual De¬ 
mocratic Club, called Kuehl’s ap¬ 
pointment and Migden’s expect¬ 
ed chairmanship “incredible vic¬ 
tories for the community.” 

“Everyone has to work with 
two very powerful lesbians,” Stu¬ 
art said. “The ultimate effect is re¬ 
ally fabulous for our community 
and really empowering.” ▼

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have lost.” 

Worthington involved stu¬ 
dents in his campaign, and also 
made student representation on 
city boards and commissions a 
top issue. He said that Wood- 
worth, in her six years on the 
council, did not represent the dis¬ 
trict on the dozens of appoint¬ 
ments she made. 

“The first thing I want to do is 
have an open, Democratic process 
including all people ...in my ap¬ 
pointments,” Worthington said. 


Although Worthington, 42, has 
been involved in local politics for 
many years, this was his first run 
for public office. During the fall 
campaign he acknowledged it 
would be difficult to beat an in¬ 
cumbent, especially Woodworth, 
who was also viewed as a progres¬ 
sive. However, he built a broad 
coalition of support within the 
district and had lots of volunteers 
active in the campaign. He credit¬ 
ed that grassroots effort for his 
victory. 

“We had 200 volunteers for a 
little city council race,” Worthing¬ 
ton said. 

Tara Kelly, president of the 
East Bay Lesbian/Gay Democratic 
Club (EBL/GDC), praised Wor¬ 
thington for running an effective 
campaign, particularly for the 
runoff election. 


“His campaign was run with 
creative ideas to get out the vote 
in the runoff,” Kelly told the 
B.A.R. “He’s worked so hard on so 
many issues.” 

Woodworth conceded Tuesday 
night after returns were posted 
from the precincts. 

The runoff was the first con¬ 
ducted entirely by mail, with bal¬ 
lots and postage-paid envelopes 
being mailed to voters about two 
weeks ago. City Clerk Sherry Kelly 
told the B.A.R. that voter partici¬ 
pation was higher than in a De¬ 
cember 1994 runoff for mayor. In 
that race, only 17 percent of the 
district’s eligible voters cast bal¬ 


lots. In contrast, Kelly said 25 per¬ 
cent of registered voters returned 
their ballots by mail or took them 
to drop-off centers in the city. 

“Sixty-one percent of the peo¬ 
ple who voted in November voted 
tonight,” Kelly said. 

Worthington is not the city’s 
first openly gay public official. 
That distinction belongs to for¬ 
mer Mayor Jeffrey Shattuck Leiter. 
He was appointed by the city 
council to serve the remainder of 
Loni Hancock’s term in 1994. 
Hancock resigned as mayor to 
take a job in the Clinton adminis¬ 
tration. 

The runoff was Woodworth’s 
second loss at the polls this year. 
She lost in the March primary 
election for the 14th Assembly 
District seat that had been held by 
Democrat Tom Bates. T

N obody is soon to forget those Calvin Klein 
ads in which seemingly pubescent models 
posed in their underwear in austere rumpus 
rooms of suburban wood paneling and purple shag car¬ 
peting. That ad campaign might have seemed crass 
when encountered on the side of a bus or on TV, but 
when seen in the pages of the bracingly entertaining new 
coffee table book Fashion: Photography of the Nineties, 
Steven Meisel’s Klein kids take on a whole new meaning. 
This time capsule of contemporary photography, com¬ 
piled by Vogue fashion editor Camilla Nickerson and art 
critic Neville Wakefield, manages to give context to the 
sometimes blurry lines between commercial images, 
gender identity, and high art. And it does so without all 
the chunky theorizing that has been clogging up re¬ 
cent issues of magazines like Artforum. Texdess and 
boasting more than 200 images culled from the 
worlds of fashion and art, Fashion plays out like a 
challenging flip through Vogue, without the 
ads, perfume samples or make-up tips. 

Though Fashion has its share of supermod¬ 
els, the book presents a downtrodden vision of 
glamour. The editors have collected images of hard¬ 
ened sexiness, heroin chic, and the kind of waif-like, Kate 
Moss-inspired pix that bunch up the panties of emacia¬ 
tion-image activists. Filled with austere and sometimes 
kinky images, this volume is the antithesis of the glitzy 
pop surrealism of photographer David LaChappelle. 
Fashion favors a grittier visual aesthetic in which faces 
seem haunted, homes are trashed, and bodies sport 
navel rings and tattoos. 

Mario Sorrenti’s unglam, punk-inflected 
“Rachel” series is exemplary of this book’s ap¬ 
proach to the human body. Peppered through¬ 
out the volume, these images, which look as if 
they were shot underwater, feature topless, 
dog-collar-wearing supermodel Rachel 
Hunter suspended in contorted 
rocker poses. Though the

es, it’s that time of year 
W again when people 

1 rack their brains for 
that perfect gift idea only to 
end up giving Bruce or 
Doris misbegotten knick- 
knacks — tacky aluminum 
watches, shower curtains 
emblazoned with Elton 
John’s dreary rictus— out 
of the boring Shocking 
Gray catalog. Well, to 
make things a little easier 
this holiday season, we’ve 
compiled our own list of 
holiday curiosa, and even 
though not all the items 
mentioned are excep¬ 
tional —. one is truly 
egregious, can you figure 
out which? — they’re at 
least head and shoulders 
above anything in SG. 

Topping our list of gift ideas is 
the fab new cookbook Food For 
Life ... and Other Dish, edited by 
New York scribe Lawrence 
Schimel. Food for Life is a collec¬ 
tion of recipes and anecdotes 
about food supplied by promi¬ 
nent — and some not-so-promi- 
nent — literary queers in New 
York and San Francisco. Revealed 
in these pages are the secret for¬ 
mulas for such things as Michael 
Musto’s “Tres Gay Lasagna,” Pat 
Califia’s “Politically Incorrect Pot 
Roast,” Dorothy Allison’s “Sinful 
Red Velvet Cake,” Stephanie 
Rosenbaum’s earth-shattering 
“Tea Time Scones,” and much 
more. Most of the recipes are the 
real McCoy, but others, like Thom 
Gunn’s “Tomato Bread,” are clear¬ 
ly tongue in cheek: “Serve the 
Tomato Bread on the toe of one of 
your boots,” writes Thom. “Bal¬ 
ance with a line of your favorite 
aphrodisiac on your other boot- 
toe, and you have Felipe just 
where you want him.” 

Our favorite entry is Kevin 
Killian’s, for his “Old-Time Fa¬ 
vorites,” an extraordinarily un¬ 
usual concoction involving Won¬ 
der Bread, peanut butter, grape 
jam, chocolate chips, and vanilla 
flavoring (no Tab, Kev?). The au¬ 
thor’s deadpan description of the 
making of this culinary oddity is 
quite memorable: “Mash each 
slice of bread until it is flat like a 
piece of paper. (You might try a 
rolling pin, but I used to use a 
rolled-up magazine — probably 
Highlights for Children.)” 

Killian’s ruminations on the 
anthropocosmic virtues of his 
creation are equally noteworthy: 
“It’s like having lunch and dessert 
at the same time,” he writes. “Kids 
also like biting into food and find¬ 
ing more — and different — food 
inside. Adults do, too, we just 
don’t want to admit it.” 

Our only complaint with Food 
for Life is that the book plays it 
safe. Yes, there is Pat Califia’s im¬ 
politic, meat- and alcohol-laden 
pot roast, but really, the editors 
could have been a tad more sub¬ 
versive. No fin de sitcle cookbook 
is complete without Mama Cass’ 
recipe for homemade ham sand¬ 
wiches, or Dennis Cooper’s infa¬ 
mous prescription for flayed lamb 
shank, or Manny Mange’s 
wooze-inducing martini mari¬ 
nade. And doubtless, San Francis¬ 
co scenesters Portia and Sophie 
Capplethwaite were outraged at 
not being asked to share the in¬ 
gredients of their spectacular 
bourbon soup.

If your gift list this year in¬ 
cludes game-playing homosex¬ 
uals — and whose doesn’t? — 
there are a couple new items on 


the market you won’t find at Toys 
R’ Us. In the board game category, 
“How to Get Your Pink Card” sets 
players loose on a winding road of 
“learning, laughing and living gay 
life.” 

It’s not exactly Candyland: a 
throw of the hot pink dice can 
land you on the square that 
reads “You’re caught sneaking 
a peek at your gym’s show¬ 
ers. Go back ten spaces.” In 
the quest for the 500 
Pink Points it takes to 
land in the pink tri¬ 
angle of nirvana, you 
must excel at an¬ 
swering attitude- 
revealing multiple- 
choice questions 
like, “Vogueing was 
invented by: A) Madonna, B) 
African-American drag queens 
(see Paris is Burningfi C) Tina 
Brown”; or act on a dare to “Se¬ 
ductively act like you’re applying 
foundation, mascara and lipstick” 
or “Stand up, pound your chest, 
point to the prettiest player and 
say, ‘Me Tarzan, You Jim’ three 
times.” Your performance will be 
judged by your bitchy opponents. 

This wholesome, male-centric 
game affirms retro gay values, yet 
according to a press release, “How 
to Get Your Pink Card” is being 
used by a Washington, D.C. high 
school counselor to teach queer 
youth the ropes. Now that’s what 
we call trivial pursuit. 

Lesbian card tricks 

Five-card stud may not be the 
appropriate game to play with 
Cathy Opie’s “Dyke Deck” play¬ 
ing cards, but this LA-based pho¬ 
tographer’s long-awaited pack of 
cards does offer some gender-spe¬ 
cific alternatives. The instruction 
pamphlet accompanying this les¬ 


bian stocking-stuffer 
details variations on a 
Poke-Her theme. 
Among the games sug¬ 
gested are: “Lick My 
Boots,” “Finger in the 
Dike,” and the provoca¬ 
tively titled, “Midnight 
Basketball.” Hollywood 
types may prefer to play “I 
Saw Jodie,” in which the 
player who gets the king of 
diamonds slaps it down 
and everyone screams 
about Ms. Foster. 

The suits are organized 
according to today’s emerg¬ 
ing lesbian identities — 
femmes are diamonds, girl 
jocks are clubs, hutches are 
spades, and couples are 
hearts. Each card in the 
“Dyke Deck” features a sepia- 
toned photograph of a semi- 
famous dyke from San Fran¬ 
cisco or LA. Among the famil¬ 
iar faces are film maven Jenni 
Olson, the two of spades, and 
artist Millie Wilson, who makes 
a mannish queen of the same 
suite. Opie herself, the choice 
photographer of the sexual un¬ 
derground, appears as the butch 
dealer. 

Published by LA’s Museum of 
Contemporary Art, “Dyke 
Deck” may not rival 
those full-color nudie 
cards dad used to 
bring home from 
Vegas, but with 
fifty-two familiar 
faces, you can easily 
play solitaire and not 
feel alone. “Dyke 
Deck” is available 
at A Different Light 
for $14.95 (pro¬ 
ceeds benefit the 
Audre Lorde Lesbian Health Care 
Clinic in Los Angeles).

Gun for hire in 1 Beyond Hypothermia'

if n the ’80s and early ’90s, Hong 
' Kong created an enormously 
§ vital national cinema, com¬ 
plete with mega-stars like Jackie 
Chan and star directors like John 
Woo. Orgiastic violence and radi¬ 
cal shifts from humor to romance 
to tragedy coexisted easily with 
themes of loyalty and humility in 
narratively rich films. Drawing 
equally from Western and Eastern 
models, these works spanned 
every genre, from classic ghost 
stories (Mr. Vampire) and histori¬ 
cal epics (Once Upon a Time in 
China) to lowbrow comedies 
(Wheels on Meals) and blood- 
drenched gangster movies (prac¬ 
tically anything by Woo or Ringo 
Lam). 

Lately, a kind of atmospheric 
dread has descended on Hong 
Kong films, due in part to China’s 
pending takeover of its former 
colony from Britain. Fearful of 
losing cultural freedom and per¬ 
haps the ability to continue work¬ 
ing, key players before and behind 
the camera have emigrated to the 
West or retired. Those who’ve re¬ 
mained are working under the 
threat of vast upheaval and re¬ 
pression, a notion that China has 
done nothing to counter. 

One of the loyalists — at least 
for now — is Patrick Leung, John 
Woo’s assistant for the last decade, 
who recently moved into direct¬ 
ing with the uneven boxing 
drama Somebody Up There Likes 
Me. In his second film, Beyond 
Hypothermia, Leung plays to his 
considerable strengths — taut vi¬ 
suals, moody mise-en-scene, and 
a snappy plot. His characters’ nar¬ 


row lives show the limited range 
of responses available to people in 
a culture faced with apocalyptic 
change. 

At the center of this manga-m- 


flected film is a brilliantly skilled

Hired by their guardian Michael Redgrave, Kerr slowly realizes 
1 why the seemingly angelic brother and sister in her care differ from 
normal children, and she fearlessly challenges demonic forces for 
their souls. The suspense is gripping; the outcome, though in¬ 
evitable, is unexpected and disturbing, 

Truman Capote, William Archibald and John Mortimer wrote 
the elegant screenplay.

Although Robert Wise’s The Haunting ( 1963) is a more con¬ 
ventional ghost story (based on Shirley Jackson’s The Haunting of 
Hill House), this atypical film from the director of The Sound of 
Music proves he wasn’t always so boringly wholesome, Claire 
Bloom, Julie Harris, Richard Johnson and Russ Tamblyn gather in 
a dark old mansion to discuss psychic and supernatural phenom¬ 
ena, with surprising results. Bloom is especially memorable as an 
early example of sexy lesbian chic, pursuing and taunting the obliv¬ 
ious Harris.

Attitude plus

W: 


f ith a title like Banjy Pussy 
Raging, one would expect 
solo performer Idris 
Mignott’s one-man theatre piece 
to be more attitude than brains, 
but intelligent is only one of many 
adjectives one could use to de¬ 
scribe this entertaining show, run¬ 
ning through December 8 at 
Josie’s. 

Mignott’s piece, directed by 
Daisy von Scherler Mayer, consists 
of a series of monologues built 
around vivid, forceful characters 
who, even when campy, avoid car¬ 
icature. He begins with Yvonne, 
who, after a tough day of shop¬ 
ping in New York in seven-inch 
stiletto heels, has such a tiff with 
her boss that he fires her from her 
waitressing job. But Yvonne will 
have none of that. The restaurant 
is her world, and she stays. 

The actor/writer’s other char¬ 
acters are equally strong people 
who claim their place in a world 
that often wants to push them 
aside, including: Robert, a preco¬ 
cious nine-year-old whose moth¬ 
er snaps at a teacher for telling her 
son that he lives in a slum; 
Yvonne’s twentysomething gay 
son who has more class than any 
of his white boyfriends; and 
Patrick, a drag queen who claims 
to be the illegitimate son of Jack¬ 
ie Onassis. 

Mignott’s most powerful char¬ 
acter is Val, a tough black lesbian 
who is so enigmatic she could eas¬ 
ily be the subject of a full-length 
show. As Val, Mignott gets to chew 
up the scenery as she leads her 
best boy pal through the New 
York club scene. 

The characters Mignott creates 
aren’t just tossed up for mere 
amusement, though they are fre¬ 
quently as funny as they are 
poignant. Often, the wisecracking 
and storytelling serve to dispel 
stereotypes that people use to 
subjugate others, specifically, 
blacks, drag queens, women, peo¬ 
ple who have historically been 
pushed to the far edges of society. 

At times, Mignott suffers from 
what ails a great many solo artists 
— he is often a much better per¬ 
former than his material. But the 
characters he creates raise issues 
and concerns infrequently heard, if 
ever, and even less frequently un¬ 
derstood. That Mignott has so ef¬ 
fectively given voice to these things 
is as refreshing as it is rare. ▼

Yuletide warblers 


Judy, Liza, et al. for Xmas

W hat would the holidays be 
without a passel of new 
CDs by our resident 
divas? Nothing sparks a holiday 
glow faster than a heart-rending 
ballad sung by a true chanteuse, or 
a showstopper delivered with tra¬ 
ditional Broadway verve. Several 
new releases by some of our fa¬ 
vorite divas find each at her peak 
(or at least in the general vicinity), 
while some surprise entries from 
lesser-known warblers provide 
welcome relief from routine fare. 



Judy Garland, Collectors' Gems 
from the MGM Films, Rhino 
Movie Music 


By far the biggest treat for fans 
of Judy Garland this holiday sea¬ 
son is this double-CD collection 
of hard-to-find songs from some 
of Judy’s more obscure MGM 
films. This brilliantly remastered 
set includes 46 recordings made 
between 1936 and 1949, a period 
that encompasses Garland’s most 
productive, vocally vibrant years. 
The set begins with two tracks 
from the 1936 film Every Sunday, 
a one-reeler that marked Gar¬ 
land’s MGM film debut, and ends 
with the CD debut of eight 
soundtrack recordings Garland 
made for Irving Berlin’s Annie Get 
Your Gun, a movie she never actu¬ 
ally made because her “nervous 
breakdown” caused the studio to 
replace her with Betty Hutton. In 
between, the set pulls songs from 
the Garland films Everybody Sing, 
Love Finds Andy Hardy, Little Nel¬ 
lie Kelly, Ziegfeld Girl, Presenting 
Lily Mars, and more. Most tracks 
feature Garland accompanied by 
the MGM Studio Orchestra while 
others boast duet partners like 
Deanna Durbin, Sophie Tucker, 
Freddie Bartholomew, Fanny 
Brice, and Howard Keel. 

From teenage spitfire to drug- 
addled movie star, this compila¬ 
tion presents Garland at her ab¬ 
solute best. Of the 46 tracks, all 
but five have never been released, 
and those five make their CD 
debut here. Impeccably produced 
and annotated by George Fel- 
tenstein and Bradley Flanagan, 
Collectors' Gems is an absolute 
must for Garland fans. 



Liza Minnelli, Gently, 

Angel Records 

It’s never a good idea to com¬ 
pare Judy and Liza, because poor 


Liza can never withstand the com¬ 
parison, especially lately. Seems ol’ 
Liza just can’t catch a break. Gen¬ 
tly, her first studio album since the 
1989 Pet Shop Boys-produced Re¬ 
sults, is an attempt to reconstruct 
herself as a cabaret singer: warm, 
cozy and intimate. Unfortunately, 
there is absolutely nothing warm 
and cozy about Liza Minnelli. 
Everything she does on this 
album, including the torchy love 
songs, is full-throttle showbiz piz¬ 
zazz. The idea of Liza Minnelli 
singing gently is about as plausible 
as a buzz saw slicing through ce¬ 
ment delicately. Gently is almost 
all unbearably grating. Minnelli’s 
duet with Johnny Mathis on 
“Chances Are” is as ill-conceived 
as it gets, matched only in its 
wretchedness by her duet with 
Donna Summer on the new track 
“Does He Love You?” The latter is 
the kind of sappy, vocally dexter¬ 
ous song they play over the credits 
of your average Hollywood 
schlock, and Summer sings Min¬ 
nelli under the table. 

There are bright spots on the 
album, however, including two 
Jerry Leiber and Mike Stoller 
(Elvis’ chief songwriters) songs, 
“Some Cats Know” and “Lost In 
You.” Herbie Hancock’s lengthy 
piano intro to “In the Wee Small 
Hours” is masterful, marred only 
by the entrance of the caterwaul¬ 
ing Minnelli. 

Minnelli calls this album her 
“make-out album,” and, undoubt¬ 
edly, the only people who could 
ever conceivably snog to Liza are 
gay men, but gentlemen be 
warned: Gently is not for the 
squeamish. 



Julie Andrews, Broadway — the 
Words of Alan Jay Lerner, 
Philips Classics Productions 


Julie Andrews is the most ded¬ 
icated wife on the planet. For al¬ 
most two years now she has been 
suffering the indignity of starring 
in the stage version of her film hit 
Victor/Victoria just so that her ail¬ 
ing husband,- Blake Edwards, who 
directed the film and the show, 
could end his career with a big fat 
hit. Well, what about our fair Julie? 
She cannot end her own stellar ca¬ 
reer with this ignoble triumph. 
The singer’s latest CD, a follow-up 
to last year’s tribute to Richard 
Rodgers, honors the lyrics of Alan 
Jay Lerner, who was responsible 
for My Fair Lady, the show that in¬ 
troduced Julie Andrews to the 
world. That Andrews wants to 
honor the impeccable work of 
Lerner is wonderful, but did the 
world really need more proof that 
Andrews’ vocal power is not what 
it once was? As long as she sticks 
to the shows that were not hers — 
On a Clear Day You Can See For¬ 
ever, Brigadoon, Paint Your Wagon 
— and the shows that no one 
knows — Carmelina, Love Life 
(written with Kurt Weill), Coco, 
1600 Pennsylvania Avenue (writ¬ 
ten with Leonard Bernstein), and 
Dance a Little Closer, everything is 


okay. The lush arrangements are 
the best that money can buy, and 
producer and longtime Andrews 
collaborator Ian Fraser knows 
how to showcase what the singer 
still has to offer. But this album’s 
misstep here is the re-recording of 
the songs from My Fair Lady and 
Camelot. Andrews has already 
committed these scores to poster¬ 
ity on the cast albums. The last 
thing we needed was to hear how 
bad she now sounds in compari¬ 
son. Still, even with those tortured 
21 minutes out of an otherwise 
pleasant hour of music, this album 
is far superior to the execrable cast 
recording of Victor/Victoria. 



Twiggy, London Pride: Songs 
from the London Stage, Varese 
Sarabande 


Remember Twiggy, the spiritu¬ 
al godmother of Kate Moss? All 
gangly legs and big eyes, Twiggy 
epitomized the height of fashion 
more than two decades ago. Never 
one to rest on her laurels, this for¬ 
mer fashion staple has now 
turned her attention to the world 
of musical theater. After starring 
in Ken Russell’s bizarre 1971 
movie version of the musical The 
Boyfriend, Twiggy went on to brief 
Broadway stardom in the Gersh¬ 
win musical My One and Only 
with Tommy Tune. 

Now Twiggy has recorded a 
solo album comprised of songs 
culled from London’s West End 
musicals. Though not blessed 
with a vocal instrument of purity 
and grace, Twiggy can put a song 
across, sometimes with zestful 
glee. Her reedy, wavery voice is 
well-suited to British music hall 
numbers like “The Lambeth 
Walk,” “Take It On the Chin” and 
the saucy “I Was a Good Little 
Girl.” Arranged in a ’30s dance- 
band style by Todd Ellison, most 
of the album’s cuts rely heavily on 
Twiggy’s British accent, with a 
heavy emphasis on the Cockney 
dialect. The album falters when it 
gets too contemporary. “On My 
Own” from Les Miserables and “I 
Don’t Know How to Love Him” 
from Jesus Christ Superstar are 
weak, synthesized entries that suf¬ 
fer from a lack of emotional ex¬ 
pression. But the singer (with the 
help of producer Bruce Kimmel) 
regains ground with a Tommy 
Tune duet on “A Room In 
Bloomsbury” from The Boyfriend, 
and concludes satisfactorily with 
a pair of Noel Coward chestnuts: 
“London Pride” and “If Love Were 
All.” She may not rock the world 
with her little voice, but it’s nice to 
see that Twiggy is branching out. 

Bernadette Peters, I'll Be Your 
Baby Tonight, Angel Records 

Taking a break from her duties 
on the Great White Way, Peters has 
just released her first solo album in 
more than a decade, and it was 
worth the wait. Peters and produc¬ 
er Tom McAnany are cognizant

established and emerging erotic 
artists, collectors, curators and 
students. Ironically, there is sur¬ 
prisingly little art here, and al¬ 
most none by Tom himself, who 
died in 1993. But if you fork over 
the reasonable subscription fee 


to-order original works, however, 
you can print out a low-resolu¬ 
tion image on your laser printer 
and still get the idea. 

All is not crass commercialism 
in Tom’s world, however. The 
Foundation’s on-line newsletter,

($15), you’ll get mailings of laser- 
print , reproductions of other 
artists’ erotica for sale. There are a 
few on-line teasers, for instance a 
reproduction of a painting by 
Olaf ($1,730) depicting a hayloft 
sex romp, and a few others. If you 
don’t want to pay for these easy- 


Dispatch, features interviews, play 
party schedules, international ex¬ 
hibition listings, and editorials. In 
a recent edition, Mrs. Karen Leav¬ 
itt, a TOF board member, relayed 
her thoughts on what Tom’s work 
offers the straight world. Else¬ 
where in the issue, the prize-win¬ 
ning works of the second “Emerg¬ 
ing Erotic Artist” contest were dis¬ 
played. First place went to “Cock- 
suckers for Christ,” a juicy, icono¬ 
clastic image by Garilyn Brune, 
who also contributed an article 
on priestly misconduct. 

The TOF Company Home 
page, which initially appears more 
salacious, seems like the Founda¬ 
tion’s fun-loving twin. But this area 
basically functions as an on-line 
shop for Tom’s books, prints, com¬ 
memorative mugs, hats, calendars, 
and videos. (You can click to get 
full-frontal peeks under the book 
covers.) Another section features 
enticing Tom-free publications like 
“The History of Butt-Cake.” 

During a recent browse, the 
site’s Stud Market message board 
was still a “construction zone,” 
which sounds like one of Tom’s 
fantasy scenarios. The use of dou¬ 
ble-entendres extends to the Up- 
cumming Events listings and the 
Hot Links section, where you can 
jump to a few well-chosen URLs, 
including the refreshingly stylish 
Hairy Chest page, leather retailer 
sites, and The Estate Project for 
Artists With AIDS. 

The Tom pages are serviceable, 
but lack the master’s touch. The 
producers of the sites take for 
granted that Finland is universal¬ 
ly respected. His legacy and influ¬ 
ence are apparent throughout — 
many of the erotic art contest en¬ 
tries are obvious Tom emulations 
— but more about the man and 
his work are in order. As a web 
star, Tom could get a whole lot 
bigger. ▼

Kept Boy by Robert Rodi; Dutton, 
$23.95 

f ith a title like Kept Boy, 
one hardly need wonder 
what subject matter 
writer Robert Rodi, author of the 
also descriptively titled Fag Hag, 
Drag Queen, and Closet Case, is 
tackling in his latest novel. 

The kept boy of the title is 30- 
year-old Dennis Racine, property 
of world-renowned theatrical im¬ 
presario Farleigh Nock. After 15 
years of being a doting, beautiful, 
lavishly compensated companion 
for his much older sugar daddy, 
Dennis finds himself being re¬ 
placed in his keeper’s affections by 
Jasper, their former pool boy. 
Smarter, more theatrically astute, 
and most importantly, younger, 
Jasper has been taken off pool¬ 
cleaning duty and put in charge of 


Farleigh’s latest opus: a mod¬ 
ernist, political version of Oscar 
Wilde’s Lady Windermere’s Fan. 
This sends Dennis into fits of 
scheming, plotting, and manip¬ 
ulating to get Farleigh back. 

The action of this wanna-be 
madcap romance shifts from 
Chicago to the Greek Isles, 
and the supporting cast in¬ 
cludes Christos, Farleigh’s 
former plaything and current 
houseboy; two bubblehead¬ 
ed university girls; and a 100- 
year-old maniacally homophobic 
Greek granny on a rampage. 

Rodi’s style is marked by 
clunky yet endearing charm, 
though it takes until the final 
chapters of this 323-page novel 
for him to finally wade out of the 
shallow waters he’s up til then 
been paddling through. It is a re¬ 
lief when Rodi allows his charac¬ 
ters to break out of their tedious 
game-playing long enough to 
allow for some genuine affections 


and emotions to enter into their 
actions. Kept Boy c an even be sexy 
when Dennis, the central charac¬ 
ter, is allowed to stop thinking 
about himself and his impending 
impoverishment long enough to 
indulge in some activity with an¬ 
other person. In spite of several 
plot contrivances and character 
evolutions that don’t make, much 
sense, Kept Boy is a diverting bit of 
fluffy, farcical fiction. ▼

enough of their audience to know 
that they are practically required 
by law to include several show- 
tunes, but the songs they have 
picked transcend Broadway origins 
and fit handily into the bluesy, in¬ 
trospective tone that pervades the 
album. Stephen Sondheim is rep¬ 
resented with a simple, touching 
“No One Is Alone” from Into the 
Woods, which Peters starred in. Pe¬ 
ters did not get to sing the song in 
the show, but now makes it her 
own.

The balance of the album rev¬ 
els in diversity.

Lovett’s “I Make Him Feel Good,” 
and gets into the playful white girl 
blues with Bob Dylan’s “I’ll Be 
Your Baby Tonight” and Sippie 
Wallace’s “Woman Be Wise.” She 
trips breathlessly through the Bea¬ 
tles’ “Blackbird” and has fun with 
Sam Cooke’s “Cupid.” She even 
tries her hand — quite successful¬ 
ly — at a country tune, “Hills of 
Shiloh/Faithless Love.”

ly or friends and remains name¬ 
less throughout most of the film. 
Rescued as a child from war-torn 
Cambodia, she was raised by Mei 
(Shirley Wong), an assassin’s 
widow who teaches the girl the 
only thing that connects her to 
the world — contract killing. Shu 
Li Fan’s victims are as mysterious 
to her as she is to herself, but dur¬ 
ing a job she makes a mortal 
enemy of a Korean killer (Han 
Sang Woo), and the possibility of 
romance appears in the form of a 
simple, sweet-natured noodle 
vendor (popular Hong Kong 
actor Lau Ching Wan) whose un¬ 
thinking adoration upsets and in¬ 
trigues her. Her regimented 
thinking dictates that she can 
only visit him after a job, which 
suggests his nickname for her: 
“pretty ghost.” 

From the beginning, Leung 
sketches a noirish world of cool 


detachment, evoked literally in 
the opening scenes, in which Shu 
Li Fan retrieves a gun hidden in a 
block of ice in a dark, empty 
warehouse. Redemptive elements 
— family, friendship, love — exist 
only in shadow form, and her at¬ 
tempts to connect with others are 
either ill-fated or confused, as 
when Mei attempts to initiate an 
unwanted lesbian seduction. Shu 
Li Fan makes pathetic attempts to 
construct an identity where none 
seems to exist, by snapping Po- 
laroids of herself, which she then 
examines and burns. Even the Ko¬ 
rean hit man, whose fiance and 
family appear briefly, is defined 
only by his vicious murders. 

In John Woo’s classic The Killer 
(1989), there’s a scene in which a 
little girl is kidnapped; in spite of 
the tension, it’s somehow under¬ 
stood that she will survive. In Be¬ 
yond Hypothermia, a little girl 
crouches in a car, the lone, terri¬ 
fied witness to one of Shu Li Fan’s 
murders. The killer sees her and 
hesitates, indicating a turning

point not only in her own life but 
in the future of her culture. But 
much more than time has passed 
between The Killer and this film, 
and Shu Li Fan methodically 
shoots the girl, an unsettling act 
that Leung immediately poeticizes 
with the simple, startling image of 
cotton candy rolling slowly 
through a pool of blood. ▼

model’s breasts are ample, her 
ribs are clearly visible beneath icy 
blue skin. Juergen Teller’s photos 
of a nude Kristen McMenamy 
posing on soiled industrial gray 
carpeting connects the ravaged 
physical self so admired in the 
modeling industry to the person 
responsible for her emaciated 
condition — the name Versace is 
scrawled on her skin in blood-red 
lipstick. While these are not nec¬ 
essarily healthy or attractive vi¬ 
sions of womanhood, there is no 
denying their raw power. 

What the book does best is 
contextualize this unsettling sen¬ 
sibility in both art and fashion. 
Richard Prince’s images from 
raunchy Easy Rider magazines 
and Cindy Sherman’s deadpan 
fashion shoot parodies illuminate 
the visual threads in fascinating 
ways. Sherman’s work brackets 
the collection: She starts the book 
as a foolishly attired woman/angel 
figure pondering a disco ball and 
ends it as a tattooed babe with fa¬ 
cial piercings and a burning ciga¬ 
rette glowing at her crotch. These 
tongue-in-cheek pictures echo 
the dominant theme of the book, 
namely that in the world of fash¬ 
ion, there is a fine line between 
glamour and victimization. 

A strong queer sensibility in¬ 
forms much of the work. In these 
pages, Nan Goldin, who has 
worked both sides of the art and 
commercial fence, exudes a pow¬ 
erful presence. Funky apartment 
settings serve as backdrops for her 
urban-dwelling subjects. And 
though some of them appear 
glamorously coifed, as in the Hel¬ 
mut Lang-clad “Kathleen on the 
sofa, Bowery, NYC,” their dusty 
pads always look like some funky 
place in which you’ve gotten high. 
Jack Pierson makes the mess look 
more fuzzy and romantic. His 
blurry backstage runway shots 


render the high fashion arena 
dreamy (and the supermodels 
unrecognizable), while his moody 
photos of Kembra Phfaler (of the 
band Voluptuous Horror of 
Karen Black) work a grainy magic 
on East Village art squalor. 

Catherine Opie’s color-soaked 
formal studio portraits of queer 
friends and luminaries are also in¬ 
cluded. Her modern primitive 
“Richard,” posed against a forest 
green backdrop, faces Inez van 
Lamsweerde and Vinoodh 
Matadin’s “Michelle,” a Peggy 
Moffat-type model posed in a 


similar format. Both sell lifestyle 
— one, the edgy queer; the other 
outlandish haute couture — the 
question is, who’s paying? 

Fashion manages to hook from 
many perspectives, including the 
titillating fleshy angle, albeit often 
with the hardened trappings of the 
sexual underground. Ellen von 
Unwerth’s bikini babes seem to be 
defiant, crotch-grabbing strippers, 
while Jeff Burton’s untitled snap of 
a dick-sucking daisy chain is a 
stimulating vision right out of a 
gay sex club. Art wunderkind

Go The Way Your Blood Beats: 

An Anthology of Lesbian and Gay 
Fiction by African American Writ¬ 
ers, edited by Shawn Stewart 
Ruff; Henry Holt and Co., $42 

T wo anthologies of African 
American fiction published 
this year that employ the 


word “gay” in their subtitles raise 
issues which go beyond the con¬ 
tent of the 53 short stories and ex¬ 
cerpts featured between their cov¬ 
ers (one story actually made it 
into both books). The first com¬ 
pilation, SHADE: An Anthology of 
Fiction by Gay Men of African De¬ 
scent, is by far the more straight¬ 
forward, if you will, of the two. 
Twenty-two gay black men con¬ 
tributed stories to SHADE 1 mak¬ 
ing this collection of fiction a 
comforting oasis in today’s white 
literary desert. The roster of au¬ 
thors, which includes such widely 
recognized names as Samuel De- 
lany and James Earl Hardy, boasts 


a diverse mix of ages, back¬ 
grounds, and perspectives. Rather 
than “throw shade” of another 
type by singling out any particu¬ 
lar offering, it suffices to say there 
is something here for everyone 
who is interested in understand¬ 
ing today’s black gay male experi¬ 
ence. 

Go The Way Your Blood Beats: 
An Anthology of Lesbian and Gay 
Fiction by African-American Writ¬ 
ers is yet another matter, stretch¬ 
ing, if not reinventing, the bound¬ 
aries of the concept of gay and les¬ 
bian literature. The 32 selections 
in Go The Way include excerpts 
from larger works, as well as con¬ 
tributions in which the homosex¬ 
ual content is obscure at best. The 
authors are not all gay, lesbian, bi¬ 
sexual, transgender, or even ques¬ 
tioning; at least one, Amiri Bara¬ 
ka, is a fairly vocal homophobe. 

The ambitious objective in Go 
The Way is apparently to offer a 
divergent montage of fictional 
perspectives on sexuality from 
African American writers. To this 
end, short stories that, stand on

their own are mixed with excerpts 
from other stories that appear to 
have been taken out of context 
solely for their sexual or gender¬ 
bending content. While the ulti¬ 
mate value of this idea is debat¬ 
able, the result, at least for this 
reader, is ineffective at best, pre¬ 
tentious at worst, and, outside a 
farfetched reading of the subtitle, 
disingenuous as well. 

Considering the gay agendas of 
each book, one would think these 
anthologies might have a great

Y ou are what you pretend to 
be, so you must be very 
careful about what you pre¬ 
tend to be.” So said Kurt Von- 
negut in what many consider to 


be his finest novel, Mother Night. 
I was reminded of Vonnegut’s ob¬ 
servation while reading Nanisi 
Barrett D’Arnuk’s first novel, 
Outside In. Her hero pretends to 
be evil in order to combat evil. Is 
this a good thing? I don’t think so. 

Cameron Andrews is a super 
cop, decorated and admired, a de¬ 
tective sergeant on the fast track 
for promotion. She’s so good at 
what she does that she’s bored 
with it and so decides to visit a 
former colleague at “the Agency” 
(Cameron was in the CIA before 
she became a beat cop) to get 
back into the Agency to work on 
drug busts.

Now, if you’re confused here, 
so was I. Why would the CIA in¬ 
vestigate drug activity in the U.S.? 
I think D’Arnuk may have con¬ 
flated the CIA with the Drug En¬ 
forcement Agency. Whatever. 
Cameron signs up to go under¬ 
cover at a federal women’s prison 
where inmates are ODing. In 
order to be convincing as a pris¬ 
oner, the Agency arranges for 
Cameron to be caught selling 
drugs, and off to the slammer she 
goes. 

Life in the prison is a lot like 
that outrageous Australian soap 
opera. Prisoner: Cell Block H, ex¬ 
cept with a lot more lesbians. In 
fact, there don’t seem to be any 
straight women in the whole 
place. Fortunately (my tongue is 
firmly in cheek here), before 
Cameron was arrested, she had 
lessons in sadism from the mys¬ 
terious Michelle (who pro¬ 
nounces her name Michael), so 
she is able to fit right in with 
Gina, a pathetic masochist/pris¬ 
oner. Cameron even gets to rape 
the woman, but that’s OK, be¬ 
cause Gina really wanted to be 
abused. Right. 

I don’t know if D’Arnuk has 
had any real experience with 
women’s prisons, but it appears 
that her research was limited to 
lurid late-night movies with Ida 
Lupino. The women in 
Cameron’s prison fit the trash TV 
stereotypes so well that nothing 
as complex as characterization 
need be attempted. 

As for the mighty Cam, she 
pretends so well to be a prison¬ 
er/coke head/sadist, that she be¬ 
comes all of those things. Outside 
In is filled with meaningless bru¬ 
tality and bizarre incidents, but 
lacks even rudimentary insight. 
Add sadomasochism to the mix, 
and Outside In becomes a truly 
repellent waste of $10.95. ▼.

Takes One to Know One by Kate 
Allen; New Victoria, $10.95 

L et me state here that my 
well-known abhorrence of 
sadomasochism was not the 
reason for negative reviews of 
Kate Allen’s earlier Alison Kaine 
mysteries. I found the mystery 
part seriously lacking and the 
characterizations hollow. The 
sadomasochism was just another 
annoying thing. 

That said, I must announce, to 



my complete surprise, that Allen’s 
newest, Takes One to Know One , is 
one funny, irreverent, insightful 
novel. I was still offended by the 
S/M, but the book made me 
laugh out loud; it also made me 
think. Cool. 

Alison and her best friend, 
Michelle, are off to lesbian land in 
New Mexico to build an adobe 
house, commune with the god¬ 
dess, and hang out with other 
women. The timing for the trip is 
perfect. Alison is fighting with her 
girlfriend, Stacy; Michelle’s lover 
and their colicky new baby are 
driving Michelle crazy. 

However, lesbian land turns 
out to be more nightmare than 
dream vacation as Michelle and 
Alison learn that the time on the 
land must be scent-, caffeine- and 
sugar-free. The case of Diet Pepsi 
(with caffeine) that Alison smug¬ 
gles in is proof to the other 
women (with names like Hawk 
and Persimmon and Sarah-Em- 
braces-All-Things) that Alison is 
not committed to the grand ex¬ 
periment of the lesbian com¬ 
mune. When 

Sarah-Embraces-All-Things (yes, 
she insists on being called the 
whole thing) is found dead, Ali¬ 
son insists that murder is afoot, a 
male-identified response that in¬ 
furiates the other women, includ¬ 
ing Michelle, who has become 
Painted Pony on a Serene Hori¬ 
zon in the City. 

Allen looks at these lesbians 
with great and affectionate good 
humor. She describes Sarah, etc., 
for example, as having a voice “so 
stern and measured that she 
could have been Moses coming 
back from doing lunch with 
God.” 

The author has more than 
humor going for her here, how¬ 
ever. Her insights into lesbians of 
all varieties are profound and 
pointed. But Allen doesn’t lec¬ 
ture; she creates believable char¬ 
acters and lets them talk. Good 
dialogue, believable characters, 
humor and insight - sounds like 
a quadruple threat to me. ▼

While we’re in the superficial- 
but-significant realm, one might 
note the price disparities between 
the two books and the extent to 
which this marketing decision be¬ 
speaks — indeed dictates — an 
intended audience. As a trade pa¬ 
perback, SHADE retails in the 
U.S. for $12, while the hardbound 
Go The Way retails for $30. Three 
guesses (the first two don’t count) 
as to which book appears to be 
looking for mass-market appeal 
and which seeks acceptance by li¬ 
braries and the “literary establish¬ 
ment.” 

Once inside, the differences are 
no less striking. Author E. Lynn 
Harris’ foreword to Go The Way 
picks up the cover’s inconclusive 
tone and elaborates upon it. At 
one point* discussing the (pre¬ 
sumably hetero) “ladies” who at¬ 
tend his book signings, he writes 
that he finds it “rewarding” and 
“hopeful” that these women “say 
that once they’re reading [his] 
novel, they forget that a charac¬ 
ter’s gay or bisexual.” Is this the 
purpose of writing gay-specific 
fiction? 

SHADE’S afterword by co-edi¬ 
tor Charles H. Rowell is converse¬ 
ly explicit in its delineation of 
both African American homo¬ 
phobia and gay white racism. 
“The purpose of SHADE,” he 
writes, “is... to call attention to an 
important, yet unexamined, com¬ 
ponent of Black literature, and to 
add another dimension to the Eu¬ 
rocentric construction which, in 
the United States, is called ‘gay lit¬ 
erature.’” Not much room for 
misunderstanding there! 

Go The Way also divides its se¬ 
lections into nine sections, with 
titles such as “Blood, Sweat, and 
Tears”; “Bashers”; “Bad Blood”; 


and “Hemorrhaging.” These titles, 
all variations on a theme of blood, 
are often difficult to relate to the 
works contained within them and 
only succeed in further obscuring 
an already muddled concept. Ed¬ 
itor Shawn Stewart Ruff’s contri¬ 
bution is included in the first sec¬ 
tion, “Wet Behind the Ears,” a de¬ 
scription that might also be ap¬ 
plied to the editing style of this 
volume. 

If I seem to prefer one book 
over the other, the preference is 
born out of the lack of pretense 
behind SHADE’S overall concep¬ 
tion. Go The Way’s Ruff has taken 
on the admirably difficult chal¬ 
lenge of presenting various per¬ 
spectives on sexuality from 
African American writers of every 


stripe, but he has failed to do his 
homework with regard to the au¬ 
thors he has chosen (otherwise he 
might not have included homo¬ 
phobe Baraka) or share critical in¬ 
sights about their work, much of 
which is presented out of context. 
Morrow and Rowell, on the other 
hand, while maintaining a narrow 
focus, have avoided the pitfalls of 
overreaching. The results in each 
instance speak eloquently for 
themselves. ▼

deal in common. But in fact it’s 
amazing how two books that ap¬ 
pear so similar are in reality quite 
different. The differences are sub¬ 
tle but telling, especially in terms 
of marketing strategies that work 
and those that don’t. In any liter¬ 
ary anthology, one looks to an ed¬ 
itor (or editors in the case of 
SHADE) to provide an editorial 
vision to what might otherwise be 
disparate material. But in the case 
of Go the Way, the vision appears 


to have become so vast as to be¬ 
come diffuse. 

Let’s start with covers: 
SHADE’S cover features a color 
photo of two black men, provoca¬ 
tively posed, with the hand of one 
on the shoulder of the other. Go 
The Way’s dust cover sports an 
amorphous black-and-white 
photo of nude torsos of African 
descent on the front and two pre¬ 
sumably female figures on the 
back. Perhaps the explicit vs. 
vague differences in these covers 
should not cause a rush to judg¬ 
ment about the content, but, in 
this instance, what you see is what 


Ira turns 100 


B est known for his jazzy, 
syncopated use of 
American speech, Ira 
Gershwin could also be dis¬ 
armingly simple and sweet.

short leap from these spaces to the 
small-town theatres where the pi¬ 
oneers of cinema sleaze could ply 
their trade. Their work was eased 
by several factors. First, there was 
always an audience for these films, 
particularly when they were pre¬ 
sented with a moral at the end. 
Dwain Esper’s Neurotic (1933) was 
typical. The lobby card showed 
grinning, scantily-clad women 
and screamed, “One Night of Bliss 
— A Thousand Nights of Hell!” 
But the bliss occupied far more 
screen time than the hell. 

A second reason for the suc¬ 
cess of these early potboilers was 
the sheer drive of the entrepre¬ 
neurs, who got around Holly¬ 
wood’s choke-hold on theatres by 
“roadshowing” — taking the film 
across the country and showing it 
just about anywhere, from an 
Elk’s Lodge to a saloon. Since they 
were working in a legal limbo, 
they’d often have two prints, one 
“hot” and one “cold.” When the' 
police came, they’d quickly sub¬ 
stitute the less racy version. An¬ 
other way they made money on 
this material was by selling it out¬ 
right to regional film exchanges, 
whose proprietors would then 
sneak it onto screens. 

Grindhouse moves giddily 
through the decades, passing from 
’30s “road to ruin” pix to the ’40s 
burlesque and dope films, and 
into the ’50s, when grindhouses 
became “art houses.” Art and 
sleaze collided in 1955 when 
huckster Kroger Babb bought the 
U.S. rights to Ingmar Bergman’s 
Summer with Monika (Babb was 
notorious for his 1944 cinematic 
marriage manual, Mom and Dad , 
which featured a birth in clinical 
detail). Besides what the authors 
call “imported Euro-skin,” the 
1950s also saw the ascendance of 
Russ Meyer with his classic of 
voyeurism, The Immoral Mr. Teas 
(1959). 

In this and the following 
decade, antiquated “clap operas” 
and anti-drug screeds gave way to 
Meyer-style “nudie-cuties” like 
Diary of a Nudist (1961) and 
“roughies” like The Animal (1967) 
whose tagline took full advantage 
of the new screen freedom: “He 
made her an animal... now all he 
needed was a leash!” One step fur¬ 
ther (or sideways) were the 
“ghoulies,” which added murder 
and mayhem to the mix, and the 
beloved “mondo” movies, which 
leeringly exposed an internation¬ 
al array of anthropological oddi¬ 
ties. 

Meyer, Babb, and others pro¬ 
filed in this book laid the ground¬ 
work for the emergence of both 
hardcore sexploitation in 1972 
(Deep Throat) and the increasing 
ability of mainstream filmmakers 
to incorporate frank sexual ele¬ 
ments in their work, before the 
onset of video (1975) slowly

Grindhouse: The Forbidden World 
of "Adults Only" Cinema, by 
Eddie Muller and Daniel Faris; 

St. Martin's Griffin, $19.95 

S urrealist poet Paul Eluard 
once said, “There is another 
world, but it is in this one.” 
Adults-only grindhouse movies 
— from 1930s cautionary tales 
about syphilis to 1970s porn — 
were, until their death-by-video 
in the ’80s, one of those other 
worlds “in this one.” While Holly¬ 
wood dutifully cranked out all 
kinds of respectable fare in the 
’30s and ’40s, legendary back-alley 
entrepreneurs like Kroger Babb 
and Dwain Esper would sneak 
into small towns across the heart¬ 
land, rent a dilapidated theatre or 
pitch a tent, create a stir with 
grandiose, (and grossly mislead¬ 
ing) posters, and show their titil¬ 
lating exposes to awed audiences, 
until the police arrived and shut 
them down. The relationship of 
these men to mainstream movie 
exhibition was something akin to 


a leech on a warm body: they 
gleefully undermined an entity 
much higher on the food chain. 

This scene spawned a handful 
of sleazy auteurs and an oeuvre 
that included weirdly seductive ti¬ 
tles like Lash of the Penitentes, 
Wages of Sin, and Nature’s Mis¬ 
takes. Longtime memorabilia col¬ 
lectors and “cultural archaeolo¬ 
gists” Eddie Muller and Daniel 
Faris lovingly document this al¬ 
most forgotten subculture in their 
tasty read, Grindhouse: The For¬ 
bidden World of “Adults Only” 
Cinema. The archaeological con¬ 
ceit can be taken literally in this 
case, as the authors had to dump¬ 
ster-dive to salvage much of the 
rare promotional material — 
lobby cards, posters, and cheap ad 
slicks — reproduced in the book. 

Muller and Faris know this ar¬ 
cane subject well and treat it with 
just the right mix of scholarship, 
reverence, and wit. They trace the 
origins of grindhouse exhibition 
to turn-of-the-century traveling 
carnivals, which often featured an 
adults-only tent at the end of the 
midway that might contain some¬ 
thing freaky or risque. It was a
